LEGAL APPOINTMENTS. 
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From Ove CoRRISPOMDENT. 
LONDON, Thursday. 


Olympia is usually an exhibition, a market 
} ahd a spectacle, while the Motor Show is 
on, and this year is no exception to the rule. 
As an exhibition it attracts hundreds of 
thousands of motorists; as a market business 
running into huge figures is transacted, while 
as a spectacle it interests many who do not 
desire to. enter too deeply into mechanicai 
tatters. One of the principal of the spec- 
tacular effects this year is a car on which 
all metal parts ot the body are plated with 
eighteen-carat gold. It is not likely to set 
a fashion, but it presents an appearance of 
great splendour; for no metal part has been 
left ungilded. 

A gold-plated chassis has been exhibited at 
Olympia before, but a complete car, in which 
the metal work has been so treated, is some- 
thing of a novelty. The car, staged so 
magnificently, is one that needs no gilt to 
show its excellence; for, as a piece of 
mechanism, it is one of the most successful 
productions of the year. 

The body of the gold car is of the fabric 
type, but it certainly does not look it; for 
the fabric has been treated with a new form 
of preparation of the cellulose enamel de- 
scription, which gives the materia] a surpris- 
ing depth of colour. 


New Cars. 


There are more new cars at the Show this 
year than at any of the preceding twenty- 
one exhibitions, if “*new cars” Yudly.be in- 
terpreted as cars that are changed troii. 
those previously produced. The degree of 
change varies greatly; for, while in some 
cases ‘the alterations are unimportaut, there 
are many: instances where drastic modifica- 
tions have been made. In one particular 
case the detailed changes number two 
hundred, but the description of the model 
is exactly the same in 1929 as it was 
for 1928. 

The advance of multi-cylinder engines 
which was noteworthy last year has mace 
further progress, and of all the models to 
be produced for next season. no fewer than 
forty-nine per cent. have six cylinders. This 
proportion coimpares with thirty-six per cent. 
two years ago. Cars with four cylinders 
comprise thirty-four per cent., and with 
eight cylinders fourteen per cent. Taking 
the show as a whole, six cylinder cars, 
mainly of moderate dimensions, form a note- 
worthy class. 

So far as igtition 1s concerned, there is a 
definite tendency towards a return to battery 
and coil; for there are neatly as many cars 
with this form as with magneto, the diffe- 


ARMSTRONG SIDDELEY. 
The new Armstrong Siddeley is one of the 
most remarkable cars of the year, inasmuch 
as it is a six-cylinder model at four-cylinder 
price. The 56 mm. bere and 84 mm. stroke 
of the engine give it a rating of exactly 12 
h.p. Valves are of the side-by-side descrip- 
tion, and the three-speed gear-box has central 
control. It is one of the neatest six-cylinder 
engines ever made, and prolonged tests by the 
manufacturers have shown it to be ecunomical 
in petrol and to possess all the qualities in 
the way of . pid acceleration and smooth 
running that such a power unit should have. 
Two-seater, four-seater and saloon are all 
beautifully-turned-out ars. Other, Arm- 
strong Siddeley cars are 14 h.p. four-cylinder, 
15 h.p. six-cylinder, short 20 h.p. six-cylinder, 
long 20 h.p., and h.p. six-cylinder. On 
the larger models a new self-changing four- 
speed gear-box .can be installed, and for this 
device it is claimed that ~ ar-changing is re- 
duced to the utmc-t simplicity. The chassis 
and coachwork of the 30 h.p. model has unde- 


gone. several changes, with a uew scuttle 
in 


design, full sweeping wings, and a taller 
radiator, while bodywork and colouring 
strikes a note of unusual beauty. Triplex 


safety glass screens are. standard. on all 
models, and general equipment is of the most 
modern description. 
AUSTIN. 

The Austin range for 1929 is of a com- 
prehensive character, and comprises four- 
cylinder 7 h.p., four-cylinder 12 h.p., six- 
cylinder 16 h.p. and four-cylinder and six- 
cylinder 20 h.p. models. Modern design and 
sturdy construction shows itself in all the 
cars, both as regards mechanism and body- 
work. Several interesting changes have been 
máde on thé popular 12 h.p. ‘model, “fabrica- 
tion of the springs of which has been 
rendered unnecessary by the interposition of 
thin layers of metal between the leaves. The 
thin plates are of a non-rusting composition, 
a zinc alloy, which prevents moisture turn- 
ing to rust and thereby locking the leaves 
solid. Another little hanáil which will be 
appreciated is the fitting oí a telescopic. ex- 
tension so that the petrol tank may be filled 
without the removal of the driver’s seat. 
The extension has been brought through the 
valance, and is spring-loaded so that it will 
remain in position while in use. ‘There is 
also a new sump, designed to enable the 
filter to be removed by unscrewing a ring 
of nuts on a bottom flange. In addition to 
the tourérs and saloons a new coupe is to 
be added to the Austin seven range. It 
has a fixed roof built upon a metal-panelled 
foundation for the lower part. Outstanding 
features of the new model are exceptionally 
wide doors and large window space. On the 
1929 Austin seven the lamps have been 
brought forward to the level of the radiator, 
which is higher than formerly; while another 
change is an improved form of speedometer 
drive and mounting. 


CITROEN. 

Rumours of a coming six-cylindet Citroen 
car have been in circulation for the past two 
years, and they have not been without fcoun- 
dation; for during th" whole of that time a 
car of this type has heen undergoing severe 
tests on Continental roads of all descriptions, 
fram mountain passes to long, smooth high- 
ways. The result of these tests is seen in the 
newly-introduced two-and-a-half litre model, 
which has six cylinders, with a bore of 72 
mm. and stroke of 100 mm., giving a capa- 
city of 2,450 ¢.c., with an :ctual ratine of 
19.3 h.p. The side-by-side valves have their 
stems slightly inclined, and are cperated by 
means of a camshaft running in four bearings 
and driven by a double-roller chain at the 
front. Transmission comprises dry disc 
clutch, three speeds, open shaft, mechanical 
joints, and spiral bevel to a banjo-type rear 
axle. The radia’>sr .siluws the general 
Citroen outline, except that the curves are 
rather more emphatic. In addition to the 
new six-cylinder car a new four-cylinder is 
introduced. It has a specification very similar 
to that of the larger car, even the bore and 
stroke being of the same dimensions? It will 
be known as the 13/30 h.p. model. and, like 
the larger car, will he made with various 
forms of bodywork. . The other model in the 
Citroen programme is the well-known 12/24 
h.p., which is to be continued. without sub- 
stantial change from its present form. The 
new models are extremely handsome produc- 
tions. the six-cylinder car being particularly 
pleasing, the general outline being improved 
by sweeping wings of deep dome sectitn. 


CLYNO. 
Increased range of body marks the 1929 
programme for Clyno cars. On the popular 
9 h.p. models, for instance, two new bodies 
are available, both being additional to those 
formerly fitted. One is a coach-built, tourer 
and the other a fabric saloon. Both new 
models are fitted with bumpers, and the floor- 
boards of the rear seats have been sunk. 
‘The formation of wells to the rear compárt- 
ments provides in a simple manner more leg 
room for passengers. The new tourer follows 
generally the lines of the “ Century ” model, 
which has proved a very popular car. except 
that the radiator is, plated instead of black, 
and upholstery and .eauipment are of a 
superior description: The fabric saloon is 
a slightly simpler edition of that known as 
the .saloon. de luxe, which has undergone 
several little changes, making it a thoroughly 
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formerly the. magneto held the field almost 
to itself. Overhead valves have slightly 
increased their lead, and wire wheels are 
growing in popular favour. 


Stronger Springs. 

So far as suspension is concerned, the 
idea of having each wheel independently 
sprung is still receiving the attention of 
motor engineers, but for the present ordinary 
leaf springs hold the field, and various little 
improvements have been effected upon some 
of the 1929 models. 
are stronger, particularly those in the front; 
for the genera! use of four-wheel brakes has 
demanded a little more strength than was 
necessary in cars without brakes to the front 
wheels. In one case the leaves of the 
springs are to be alternated with thin layers 
of a metal containing zinc as its chief con- 
stituent, the idea being to overcome the ten- 
dency for untubricated springs to lose some 
of their action owing to rusting solid in 
places. 

The zinc being rustless prevents this hap- 
pening, and at the same time avoids the 
necessity for oiling the springs. With 
regard to gear boxes, the improvements are 
all for the Fe of enabling easier changes 
to be made. Striking levers have been 
altered, and in some cases the lay-out of the 
gear wheels has been slightly changed, while 
in several cases self-changing gear boxes are 
fitted. The idea has been well tested and 
has undoubted merits, the gear required being 
indicated on a dial and 
after having been “dialled ' by.a touch to a 
pedal. . 

The four-wheel braking system has now 
ween generally adopted, and the practice of 
fitting bumper bars has made most noticeable 
progress. Many of the cars at Olympia 
are fitted not only with bumpers at the front 
but with fenders at the rear. Four-wheel 
brakes, enabling cars té be checked or 
stopped quickly, have added to the value of 
bumpers. Devices for securing free-wheel 
effects. by allowing cars. to over-run the 
engines have passed beyond the experimental 
stage, and at least two systems will be fitted 
to 1929 cars. 

On some models it is to be a part of the 
standard equipment, while on others it will 
be an optional fitting. The same remark 
applies to the automatic gear change, for 
it has been adopted for several new models. 
while in other cases it can be included if 
desired. The automatic gear change prin- 
ciple is not entirely a new idea, for it has 
for a long time been part of the equipment 
of the tanks of the British Army, so its 
value is well established. In addition to 
free-wheel and self-changing gears, there has 
rence between the two being less than two

per cent. This is a striking change; for 


a 4 


excellence shows itself in all the new models, 
which should enhauce their reputation in the 
1929 season. 

ESSEX. 

When the Essex Coach was introduced 
Some years ago it achieved instant popularity, 
which, year by year, it has not only held 
but enhanced. It was one of the first six- 
cylinder cars of moderate power, and the new 
Essex Super Six 1s an example of a very 
advanced type of automobile ‘engineering. 
The engine is of compact design and clean 
appearance, while the bodywork is of a very 
pleasing description. It is made as a coach, 
coupe, Sedan, tourer and roadster, and in all 
cases the outline is shapely. The sweeping 
curves which distinguished last year’s moflel 
have been further emphasised, and on the 
enclosed cars adequate window space is pro- 
vided, and the pillars supporting the screen 
are reduced-to minimum dimensions, so that 
an unobstructed front view is obtainable. 
The steel bi wies are not spot-welded, as in 
the case of some bodies of this description, 
but are rivetted and bolted, thereby in- 
creasing th> strength and rigidity of the 
framework. The Essex Super Six is an out- 
standing example of the value for money 
obtainable in 1929 cars. 


HILLMAN. 

Although the model known in 1928 as the 
14 h.p. Hillman will retain the same title 
for 1929, many changes have been made, 
and there are something like 200 alterations 
for 1929, as compared with 1928. The 
changes are mainly in matters of detail, but 
their total effect is to greatly increase the 
value of this popular model, which, in its 
new form, should prove as suitable for over- 
seas use as for home service. The wheel 
track has been standardised at 4ft. 8in., the 
chassis is- built rather lower, but there is 
still a good ground clearance. The radiator 
is new, and there are four-wheel brakes with 
a vacuum servo on the Hardy-Spicer pro- 
peller shaft, which 1s now fitted in place of 
the shaft with Hardy discs. The lighting 
system is well arranged, and the lamps are 
of the anti-glare type. In addition to the 
14 h.p.,. the Hillman Company is’ producing 
a larger car for 1929, which is exhibited 
at Olympia for the first time. It proves to 
be an eight-cylinder model of the ‘“‘ straight- 
eight ” type, with the cylinders arranged in 
line, and is a remarkably attractive pro- 
duction. The mechanical details are neatly 
arranged, and it is one of the most advanced 
cars at Olympia. 


i HUMBER. 

A new six-cylinder model has been intro- 
duced into the Humber programme, which 
also includes the 9-28 h.p. four-cylinder and 
the 20-65 h.p. models. The first change 
noticeable on all the cars is the improved 
radiator, which, while maintaining the 
familiar Humber outline, is taller and deeper, 
with the sides considerably narrower than 
before. The new model follows regular 
Humber practice, so far as general arrange- 
ment is concerned, the gear-box being a 
separate unit and not part of the engine 
casting, the final drive being by open shaft 
through a spiral bevel to the rear axle, both 
drive and torque being taken through the 
springs. The engine has a bore of 65 mm. 
and stroke of 106 mm., giving a rating of 
15.7 h.p. ‘The inlet valves are arranged over- 
head, while the exhaust are at the side, and 
the crankshaft is carried on seven bearings. 
A new departure is the placing of. the spark- 
ing plug, which, instead of being in the 
middle of the cylinder, is at the side of the 
valves, in order to enable the compression 
ratio to be increased, and this change has 
also been made on the other two models. 
On the largest model two silencers are now 
fitted, and on the small car forced lubrication 
is one of the improvements. All chassis de- 
tails have been brought thoroughly up-to- 
date, and on all models bodywork of the 
most modern design and the highest finish 
is fitted. 


ROVER. 

The Rover Company will produce two dis 
tinct types for 1929, rated at 15.7 h.p. and 
10/25 h.p., respectively. Mechanical features 
are little changed, for no re-designing has 
been necessitated by the experiences of users 
during the present season, but there are 
striking changes in outward appearance and 
interior furnishings. The two-litre  six- 
cylinder, known as the ‘‘ Successful Six,” is 
a wonderfully adaptable chassis, as is shown 
by the variety of bodywork with which it 
may be obtained. It is produced in no fewer 
than eleven forms ranging from full coach- 
built. saloon to two-seater sports model. For 
sound design, excellence of mechanism. and 
luxury of appointments, the 15.7 h.p. Rover 
compares well with cars priced at much 
higher figures. The equipment of the 
**Regal’’ saloons includes safety glass, 
vacuvm brakes, wire wheels, bumpers, electric 
screen wiper, and furniture hide upholstery. 
The popular 10/25 h.p. model is available in| 
several. forms, and, while mechanism<is as 

as ever, the coachwork has been im- 
proved and is of a very high standard. 
Rover reputation, which goes back to the 
earliest days of motoring. is well. maintained 
in. the 1929 models. . The gold-plated car 
which is a centre of attraction at Olympia 
is & 15.7 h.p. Rover. 


SWIFT.

| Standardisation. 


The question of standardisation has been 
revived by the recommendations of the 
Technical Committee of the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders, but it has been 
found that the theoretical advantages of 
standardisation do not. always work out so 
well in actual practice. A uniform position 
for brake, clutch and accelerater als, as 
recommended, will not be difficult to secure, 
but the question of gear and brake levers 
will not be so easily solved. 

The ideal location of the gear lever may 
be the central ition, as it is then directly 
over the gear box, the mechanism of which 
is operated positively without the need for 
other rods or levers between the hand and 
the box, but manufacturers find that there 
are some motorists who have a decided pre- 
ference for these controls to be placed at the 
off-side of the car, and this applies particu- 
larly to the older drivers, who, in the early 
days of mechanically-propelled vehicles, 
became accustomed to using their right hand 
for gear control. a. 

‘This preference for right-hand control 
strikes at the root of standardisation in this 
respect, which is now further complicated by 
the adoption of gear lever in the centre and 
brake lever at the right. It was observed at 
Olympia that on one make this change has 
been made for 1929. 

One excellent point in the Committee's 
recommendations is the suggestiOn that all 
throttle: and spark levers should move in the 
same direction, and that retard should be 
obtained by moving the levers backward 
toward the driver. This question is of 
international importance, and the governing 
bodies of motoring in other countries have it 
under consideration.

A REVIEW OF SOME OF THE NEW EXHIBITS. 


saloon models. 


On the latter car the saloon 
100f contains 


four openings, which are 
covered on the roller-blind principle. The 
rollers are operated simultaneously, the 


bottom being of similar material to the up- 
holstering of the interior, while the upper 
operates waterproof material, and the effect 
is to provide a body that can be quickly 
opened in sunshine and just as quickly closed 
so as to be weatherproof in inclement 
weather. The gear-box is of a new type, 
inasmuch as a separate striking lever, is em- 
ployed for obtaining reverse, though it is 
operated by the usual hand lever. The 
sports model conveys an immediate impres- 
sion of speed, the shape of the body being 
designed to increase the low sporting appear- 
ance. As a sporting saloon it presents a neat 
outline, with no suggestion of exaggeration. 
and both doors and windows are unusually 
ample for a 10 hp. car. The 14-40 h.p. 
model is also fitted with four speeds, -and, 
as on the 10 h.p., the gear-box has right- 
hand control. ' , 


VAUXHALL. 

The improved 20-60 Vauxhall is extensively 
exhibited at Olympia; for, including cars 
Shown by the Vauxhall Company and by 
coachbuilding firms, the examples on view 
number no fewer than fifteen. Chassis details 
are six-cylinders with bore and stroke of 75 
mm. and 110 mm., respectively; nine-bearing 
crankshaft, overhead valves, coil and battery 
ignition, single-plate dry clutch, four speeds, 


and . oil pump lubrication. Ther 
are four-wheel and transmission — brakes. 
and shock absorbers are fitted at front, 
and rear.. In its improved form the Vaux- 


hall provides more power, easier control and 
greater camfort. Vith regard to comfort, 
it is noteworthy that the coachwork repre- 
sents a very high standard, not only on the 
models carrying special bodies, but on the 
exhibits of the company, which are standard 
bodies in full production. The Vauxhall 
Company s range comprise nine models, of 
which eight are on view at Olympia. On 
the stand of Vauxhall Motors, Ltd., are the 
Bedford Saloon, Princeton Saloon, Velox 
Saloon, and the Grafton Coupe-Cabriolet. 
The former is a most attractive exhibit, 
finished in a two-tone grey combination and 
upholstered in cloth. Distinctive points of 
the Vauxhall are the smooth running engine, 


_due in part to the nine bearings in which 


the crankshaft is supported, thoroughly 
efficient suspension, easy gear control, and 
hodywork. that is- ‘shapely and: beautifully 
finished. 


WILLYS OVERLAND CROSSLEY. 

The Willys Overland Crossley interest re- 
present the largest manufacturers of Knight 
Sleeve Valve engined cars in the world, and 
a good showing of these cars is made. A 
new model seen for the first time is the 
Willys-Knight ** Crusader,’’ a car of out- 
standing performance and comfort even in 
this age of luxurious and efficient motor 
cars. It is a very graceful, low built 
saloon, giving ample accommodation for five 
adults. The outside finish is in céllulose. 
in two-tones of fawn, relieved by tasteful 
beading and lines. The proved Model 70a 
Willys-Knight Sleeve Valve Six is also being 
shown as a standard saloon, and with an 
English built fabric saloon. There has been 
no change to speak of in this popular model, 
beyond such points as the fitting of steel 
detacheble wheels, Lucas lamps, wider mud- 
guards, and such other little details of 
fashion. Other models available on the 70a 
Willys-Knight chassis are sports roadster, 
coupe, drop head coupe, and English tourer. 
The English coachbuiJt saloon limousine 
model, fitted to the Model 66a Willys. 
Knight, often referred to as “ The Great 
Six,’ is a car repleté with every comfort 
and refinement. The ever popular Whippet 
la also being shown. The model exhibited 
Is :a four-door family saloon. Other models 
available on the Whippet chassis are a ‘tourer, 
sports roadster, with wire wheels, and coupe. 


WOLSELEY. 

Since the Wolseley “ Silent Six " was in- 
troduced in 1926 it has steadily gained in 
popularity, and in its 1929 form it should 
further increase in popular favour. For three 
years it has passed through the great test 
of actual usage on the roads, and how well 
it has behaved in the hands of motorists is 
shown by the few modifications that have 
been required. For next season it is to be 
available as a chassis, tourer, two-seater, 
fabric saloon (four light), fabric saloon (six 
light), and a coachbuilt saloon, and all 
models can be supplied with triplex glass at 
a smal] additional cost. The Seder’ is 
worthy of the mechanism to which it js 
fitted, and the six light saloon presents “a 
particularly pleasing outline.

The two eight-cylinder models are 
rated at 21/60 h.p. and 32/80 h.p., respec- 
tively, while the well-known 12/32 h.p. four- 
cylinder mode] will be produced in various 
forms, ranging from two-seater coupe to

DELIUS MUSIC.FOR THE 
GRAMAPHONE. 


— 


TO-NIGHT’S BROADCAST OF 
“BRIGG FAIR.” 


(By '' Grampvus.’’) 

Sir Thomas Beecham referred to Frederick 
Delius, the Yorkshire-born composer, as the 
most distinguished and precious mind in 
music the world has produced for the laat 
fifty years, the bulk of whose work. was 
quite unknown in the land of his birth. 

—At Leeds, October 1, 1928. 

The khapsody, “ Brigg Fair,” by Delius, 
us included in the programme of the B.B.C. 
Symphony concert, to be broadcasted from 
Daventry, Belfast and other stations to-night. 

More of the music of Frederick Delius has 
4 been heard in Germany than in England, 
and such experience as England has had of 
his work has been due almost entirely to 
the efforts of Sir Thomas Beecham. Now 
gramophony and “the wireless’’ are spread- 
ing knowledge of this remarkable composer’s 
work. , It is to be hoped that the Columbia 
Company will issue some further records of 
his orchestral compositions, as played by the 
Royal Philharmonic Orchestra’ with Sir 
Thomas conducting, Those.. issued 
so far have been of the h quality, but 
they number only two—the rhapsody, “ On 
Hearing the First Cuckoo in Spring,’ and 
** The Walk to the Paradise Garden,” an 
intermezzo from Delius’s opera, ‘‘ A Village 
Romeo and Juliet.” 

The ‘‘H.M.V.” Delius records are not 

quite of equal value. In fact, the ‘‘ Cuckoo 
in Spring’’ was a failure, and in “ Brigg 
Fair,” which extends over two records 
(four sides), I am not convinced that all the 
magic of the music has been seized. 
_ “On hearing the first cuckoo in Spring ”’ 
is an exquisite piece that should be known 
to all who care for orchestral music. it 
tells its own story. In listening to “ The 
Walk to the Paradise Garden,” on the other 
hand, it is an advantage to know the place 
of that particular passage in the opera. The 
story is of two lovers who, parted by the 
enmity of their parents, determine on at 
least one day’s happiness. This they set out 
to find at an old riverside inn, which in 
happier days they had called “ Paradise 
Garden.” Even here disappointment awaits 
them, and thev decide that the happiness 
they so much desire is only to be found in 
death. 

The music of the ‘‘ Walk’’ seems to 
breathe the longing for bliss that never can 
be seized: it hints the disillusionment to 
come. 

Like the music of the “ Cuckoo in Spring,” 
it is delicate in texture and dreamy in 
effect, and Sir Thomas Beecham treats it 
most tenderly and lovingly. One of Elgar’s 
dainty ‘‘ Bavarian. Dances’? sounded quite 
coarse when played after the Delius strains. 

“ BRIGG FAIR.” 

“Brigg Fair’’ has rather more vigour in 
it. Bearing the date 1907, the full score is 
dedicated to Percy Grainger,.a_ fellow- 
composer, Whereas the ‘‘ Cuckoo” piece is 
scored for small orchestra and the ‘‘ Paradise 
Garden ” for opera-orchestra, “‘ Brigg Fair ” 
is written for a large, modern orchestra. It 
is inspired by a Lincolnshire folk-song, in 
which a youth sings of going to the Fair, 
for love inclined.

it will set no style for others, and it seems 
to originate in no other music. Only once 
have I thought to detect a source of in- 
spiration, and that was in playing over the 
record of “The Song of the Rhine 
Daughters ”—which. by the way, is a 
Wagner record all should possess, the per- 
formers being the Queen’s Hall Orchestra, 
under Sir Henry Wood (Columbia, L. 1993-4). 
There you may find a suggestion of the 
characteristic .Delins texture.

THE COMPOSER'S CAREER. 

Delius has had a peculiar career. He was 
born 65 years ago in Yorkshire, the son of 
German parents." He was put into business 
in Bradford, but left there to start orange- 
planting in Florida. In isolation there. he 
studied books on the theory and history of 
music, and the scores of the great masters. 
Returning to Europe, he had lessons in com- 
position from Jadassohn and Reinecke at 
Leipzig. Then he went to live in France, 
and began. seriously to compuse. Almost 
all his work has been produced. in Germany, 
and for nearly forty years he has lived in 
France—vet his work is English, if it is to 
be labelled at all. His early work, ‘‘ Over 
the Hills and Far Away,”’ is said to betray 
the inspiration of moorland scenes in his 
native Yorkshire, and it is with English 
senses that he is aware of country scenes 
and sounds and scents. 

He wrote the incidental music for Flecker’s 
poetic drama, “' Hassan.”

About a year afterwards Mrs. Lewis 
fond Disraeli were invited by Bulwer to 
breakfast at his house on the Thames 
(described in “ Ernest Maltravers’’ and 
mentioned ir “ Tancred.’’) They were 
late, and so were Prince Louis Napoleon 
and the Comte de Persigny; the other 
guests were gone up the river, and the 
four set out to follow them in a boat. 
The Prince took the oars, and ran the 
boat on a mud bank in the middle of the 
river. Mrs. Lewis scolded him, and told 
him he was always too adventurous, and 
should not undertake things he could not 
accomplish. The boat was got off. without 
mishap. Ju 1856, when Disraeli was a 
Cabinet Minister, his wife sat between the 
Emperor and Empress at a banquet at the 
Tuileries and reminded Napoleon of the 
adventure. “Just like him!” said the 
Empress. 

On the 28th of August, 1839, Disraeli 
and Mrs. Lewis were married at St. 
fseorge’s, Hanover square. The honey- 
moon begar at Tunbridge Wells, where 
the rain was unceasing for a week. Two 
and a half hours’ crossing from Dover 
te Calais was then thought to be very 
quick. Disraeli was the only passenger 
that was not seasick. They had their own 
carriage, and wandered through Belgium 
and Germany and batk by Paris. “The 
honeymoon ended in December. “ She 
fulfilled to the brim his expectation that 
she would he a solace and support to him 
in times cf trial and disappointment.” 
Mrs. Disraeli looked upon her husband’s 
books as his and her children. “ She 
made it the work of her life to give him 
peace and quiet comfort at home, to 
consult his tastes and humour his fancies, 
to please and amuse him, and. not least; 
to keep his finances in something like 


order.’”’

She was a good housewife, and on their 
foreign travels would pick up a reeipe for 
a Spanish pudding or the stewing of 
pigeons. She cu: his hair every two or 
three weeks. His kinsfolk were to her as 
if they were her own. Isaac D’Israeli left 
his collection of prints to his much loved 
daughter-in-law. ‘‘In all the records of 
her no trace is to be found of a disposi- 
tion to judge others harshly or un- 
kindly.’’ Thus the happy man had repose 
in his life. In 1845 they took a house 
and pretty garden in French Flanders and 
spent two months in absolute solitude, 
going to bed at nine o’clock and getting 
up at half-past five. He wrote ‘‘Tancred” 
and she walked 300 miles, much to her 


good. Afterwards at Hughenden they 
often lived in solitude, planting and 
pruning. Lady Elizabeth Spencer-Stan- 


hope, daughter of the famous Mr.. Coke 
of Holkham, met the Disraelis at Fyston 
and wrote to her husband that she was 
charmed by his singularity and good 
nature and her amusing and off-hand 
ways, saying whatever comes uppermost. 
“ Mrs. D’Izzy I like quite as much as 
her husband, and think her equally clever 
in her way. We have spent the whole 
morning téte-d-téte, and most amusing she 
has been, but I must keep all the good 
stories to make myself agreeable to you 
on my return.” Disraeli was heartily 
amused by private theatricals in which 
Monckton Milnes (the Vavasour of 
“ Tancred ’’) took the part of Mrs. Gamp. 
Mr. Gladstone and Mrs. Disraeli were 
such good friends that he would call to 
see her on his way home after a fierce 
encounter in the House to show that he 
bore no ill-will to Dizzy.

Disraeli's parents died within a few 
months of each other, and in 1849 
Hughenden was bought, when the old 
home was broken up. The greater part 
of Isaac D’Israeli’s books. were sold by 
Benjamin, and the other family posses- 
sions were taken to Hughenden. Mrs. 
Disraeli oversaw the removal and settle- 
ment. She was a skilful landscape 
gardener. With the help of two labourers 
she made carefully planned walks through 
the woods, trimming and felling trees to 
give a view of distant woods or pictur- 
esque bits about Wycomkte. She made 


East and a cedar from Lebanon, and con- 
tinued to improve the place to the end. 
She had resolved that she would never 
attend a debate until she could see her 
husband take his seat as Prime Minister, 
and she kept her resolve. 

Mrs. Disraeli always tried to conceal 
her ailments, and when her hand was 
trapped in. the carriage she. made no 
sound ; when her face was cut by a fall 
and he had lost his eyeglass he did not 
know for some days that anything was 
the matter, but her real heroism is 
revealed in this book. She was dying of 
eancer and almost to the end thought that 
he did not know it. She was seventy-six 
when she was made Viscountess Beacons- 
field, at her husband’s. request, and the 
four years. that followed were. fall of pain. 
“ But she bore all her: sufferings like a 
Spartan, and made gallant efforts to be 
still gay and ubiquitous.”’ To please her 
Disraeli began to write “ Lothair,’’ and 
every evening he read to her what he had 
written during the day. None’ of ‘his 
friends knew of it until its coming publi- 
cation was announced in 1870. They had 
stayed at Alton ‘Towers, Bulstrode, 
Strathfieldsaye and Blenheim in the 
autumn. Within a few: months of her 
death he was observed assisting her step 
by step down the long staircase at the 
Foreign Office, “‘ planting her feet: and 
tenderly supporting her feeble frame.’’ 
When the House rose she could not 
undertake the journey to Hughenden. 
Disraeli told Lord Cairns that it tore his 
heart to see such a spirit. suffer,. and 
suffer so much. They used to go for 
drives, and she boasted that in August 
and September she had travelled 220 | 
miles; In the. last week of September 
they went to Hughenden, which: she was

It ends ‘‘ Do not live ‘alone, dearest 
Someone, I earnestly hope, you may find 
as. attached to you as your own devoted 
Mary Anne.” . But he never replaced her. 
His solace was to wander in the woods 
that she had loved and beautified. There 
are pictures of her from Heath’s ‘‘ Book 
of auty,” 1841, of him by Count 
D’Orsay, of Mr. Wyndham Lewis, of 
Grosvenor Gate and Hughenden and its 
drawingroom then and now, facsimiles of 
Mrs. Disraeil’s handwriting and Lady 
Beaconsfield’s coat-of-arms.

DR. JOHNSON: A- NEW 
ESTIMATE.

ROMPTED by the success’ which 
attended his “ American Heresy,” 

Mr. Christopher Hollis has been minded 
to give us a study of Dr. Johnson, for the 
purpose of setting 
him in a truer light. 
We cannot altogether 
hold with the view 
that Johnson is 
largely misunder- 
stood ; that to many 
© he is little more than 
the centre of a 
number of amusing 
anecdotes, ‘‘a buffoon 
* figure, as it were, a 

- Falstaff of reality, a 
is gubsidiary and his- 
4 torical member of the 
s. Pickwick Club.”’ 

That the hulks of 
Johnson and Falstaff were alike, none 
can deny, but there the likeness ends; 
while to compare him with Pickwick 
shows a misunderstanding of both John- 
son and Dickens’s famous. character. 
Johnson can stand alone, although it may 
be necessary, as Mr. Hollis has done, to 
explain how it was that a man who did 
not know the top from the bottom of a 
picture was the greatest friend of 
Reynolds; that a man without a note of 
music in his head was one of the greatest 
friends of Dr. Burney; that he loathed 
Whiggery and was yet a friend of Burke; 
that he loathed the stage (although he 
wrote “ Irene ”) and was loved by Gar- 
rick; that he had a poor opinion of 
Scotsmen, and won the devotion of Bos- 
well, to whom, to our thinking, too little 
credit has Ween given for giving us a 
portrait of the Great Cham of Literature 
that will endure for all time. 

Mr.- Hollis holds that Johnson’s preju- 
dice, if you choose to call it so, in favour 
of ‘the Irish was both saner and more 
interesting than his prejudice against the 
Scotch (why ‘not Scots?) This is how he 
puts it:—Johnson defended -the Irish 
claim to freedom, not because it was, 
but because it was not, a separatist claim. 
Ireland belonged to.the province of Europe 
from which. England had seceded. i 

Mr. Hoihs is no mere hero-worshipper. 
His portrait of Johnson carries the warts, 
or nearly all of them, and we find in 
this witty and entertaining book ‘vivid 
character-sketches not only of Johnson 
himself but: also of his companions— 
Burke, Reynolds, Goldsmith, Boswell, 
Mrs. Thrale, and that strange assort- 
ment of human beings who shared his 
home, and of whom only two, the negro 
Barber and Mrs. Desmoulins, were with 
him at the end.

Judge Shannon found that “extras” 
amounting to £32 16s. had been done by the 
plaintiff, and gave a decree for that amount, 
with costs.

LABOURER KNOCKED 
DOWN BY TRAMCAR.

‘ACTION AGAINST COMPANY 
FAILS. 


Robert Hess, labourer, residing in Cumber- 
land street, Kingstown, sued the Dublin 
Tramways Company for £25 damages for 

ersonal injuries which he sustained by what 
™ alleged was the negligence of the driver 
of one of their cars at Kingstown on October 
6th last. The company denied negligence. 

The evidence of the plaintiff was that 
between 5 and 6 o'clock on the date men- 
tioned he was carrying a bag of coal on his 
shoulder from a coalyard in the neighbour- 
hood to his own house across the road, when 
he was struck by the tramcar and knocked 
down. He knew nothing more until he was 
taken to the Monkstown, Hospital. Up to 
then he earned from £3 to £4 a week at 
coal work. He was still suffering from the 
effects of the injury. 

The Judge dismissed the action, holding 
that the plaintiff had not proved that the 
accident was due to the negligence of the 
defendants or their servants.

INJURED WORKMAN WHO 
“ KNOCKED ABOUT.”’’ 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

“This is the first case in twenty-five years 
that. Messrs. Guinness and Co. are contest- 
ing,” sai? Mr. Kingsmill Moore, who 
appeared jor the respondents in a case in 
the Circait Court, Green street, when Philip 
Purcell, a workman who had been in the 
employment of Messrs. Guinness, claimed 
compensation for injury to his hand while at 

work on 18th January. 

The applicant, who was represented by 
Mr. Alex. Lynn (instructed by Messrs. 
William Smyth and Co.), gave evidence of 
having got his thumb caught between two 
hogsheads. He was paid up to June 9th and 
then dismissed. \After dismissal he had to 
get the nail removed from his thumb in 
hospital. and was still attending there. He 
was since unable to work on account of the 
state of his thumb, 

In reply to Mr. Kingsmill Moore (in- 
structed by Messrs, Sutton and Co.), the 
witness said that since the accident he had 
been in jail for not supporting his wife. He 
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was unable to do any work. 
Judge Davitt—If it is a fair question to 
ask, what work did you do while in jail? I

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did no hard work; I just knocked about, 
that’s all. i 

Did you do any work at all ?7—No. 

“I didn’t know it was as easy as that,” 
remarked Judge Davitt amid laughter. 


NAIL REMOVED FROM THUMB. 

Dr. P. McCartan, Jervis Street Hospital, 
said that he looked up the books and found 
that he removed the nail from the applicant’s 
right thumb on June 23rd. On examination 
recently he found that the nail had not 
grown the full length and there was a certain 
amount of tenderness, which would cause 
inconvenience in lifting things. The man 
could work, but if it pressed on the thumb 
it would hurt him. 

Judge Davitt—If he was your own patient 
would you send him back to work. 

Witness—I think I would. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore said that, as he 
already had mentioned, this was the first 
time in twenty-five years that Messrs. Guin- 
ness had contested a claim. They always 
paid their men. 


A TEMPORARY HAND. 

Sir John Lumsden, medical officer, Guin- 
ness’s Brewery, deposed to attending the 
applicant on January 18th for a contused 
thumb. He sent him to work on February 
8th, and he was at work on and off until he 
was discharged in June. The applicant was 
a temporary hand and on that account wit- 
ness gave him the benefit of every doubt as 
to the thumb, as a number of these men 
were liable to discharge at the time. 

In answer to Mr. Lynn, the witness said 
that the man had recovered except that his 
nail was a little shorter than before. He 
should have been able to work three or four 
weeks after the nail was removed, but he 
kept the thumb covered instead of leaving 
it naked. 

Sir William Wheeler said that there was 
nothing wrong with the thumb except that 
the nail was irregular. The man was fit for 
work, 

Judge Davitt said it was clear that the 
man was now able to do ordinary work, and 
allowed him seven weeks’ compensation from 


June 9th, £10 15s. in all. 


LICENSING CASES. 

A number of licensing applications from 
the City and County of Dublin were heard. 

Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., and Mr. P. 
Cunniam (instructed by Mr. 1. V. Davy) 
appeared on behalf of the Licensed Grocers’ 
and Vintners’ Protection Association. 

Cases where there was police opposition 
were adjourned until. the November sitting, 
and in others renewals were granted. 

Judge Davitt also dealt with applications 
for music, dancing and ‘singing licences, and 
in almost all cases renewals were granted.

mecling, sympathetic reference was made to the 
death of the late Right Hon. Charles A. O'Connor, 
formerly Master of the Rolls in Ireland and a 
valued menber of the Couneil for many years; 
and, m the motion of the Chairman (Sir Ceorge 
Roche), seconded by Mr. T. 8. McCann, K.C.. a 
vote of sympathy was passed in the customary 
manner to his relatives at the bereavement which 
they had suffered by his recent death. : 

Fhe report of the Finance Committee was read, 
and cheques to the amount of £886 5/4. recom- 
mended by the Committee for payment, were 
signed, On the recommendation of the Medical 
Board, Dr. F. 8. Luvery was elected Clinical 
Assistant to the hospital, and Dr. John B. Keane 
Was appointed House Surgeon for one year, com- 
mencing 1st November, 1928. 

The numbers treated at the hospital during the 
past month were as follow:—Admitted, 209; dis- 
charged, 214; average number of beds occupied 
daily, 90,2. In the Extern Department the total 
number of visits paid during the month was 35,688, 


giving an average of 147 attended to daily

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DUBLIN RATES CASE. 


A DISTRICT JUSTICE’S ORDER. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN, MR. 
JUSTICE pany AS MR. JUSTICE

The case of Cooke vy, Collins was listed on 
notice. This was an adjourned application to 
make absolute a conditional order ol 
certiorari, directed to Mr. E. F. Collins, K.C., 
one of the justices of the Dublin Metropolitan 
District, to bring up, for the purpose of being 

uashed, an order and warrant, dated 6th 

pril, 1927, made by him in respect of rates 
claimed by the Dublin City Commissioners 
as being due by Mrs. Cooke out of the pre- 
mises, 4 Henrietta street, Dublin. 

It appeared that Mr. Collins dismissed the 
summons, with three guineas costs, and rade 
an entry to that effect in the book. ‘Two 
days afterwards the solicitor for the City 
Commissioners wrote to the solicitors for Mrs, 
Cooke stating that he had had his attention 
directed to a case which he should have cited 
at the hearing; that he had obtained permis- 
sion from Mr. Collins to re-enter~the case; 
and that the case would be re-entered for the 
llth April. The solicitors for Mrs. Cooke 
declined to go to Court again, as the case 
had been dismissed. On the llth April the 
District Justice gave a warrant for £82, and 
issued an order, dated 6th April, for that 
amount. 

Mr. Burke, solicitor for the Commissioners. 
had made an affidavit in which he set out 
the facts, and stated that the order made on 
the 6th April was only a verbal “order, and 
that no formal order was then made in rela- 
tion to the case. The District Justice, on the 
11th April, did not re-hear the case; nor was 
any further evidence tendered, nor any fresh 
summons or proceedings instituted. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Felix 
Sherry (instructed by Messrs. Vincent and 
Beatty) appeared for Mrs. Cooke; and Mr. 
Wood, KC. and Mr. Gerard Burke (in- 
structed by Mr. T, F. Burke) for the City 
Commissioners to show cause. | 

e grounds upon which the application 
was made were that the order was made 
without jurisdiction and in excess of juris- 
diction; that it was made after the District 
Justice had already discharged his function 
of ET CORC upon the summons; and that 
the order made by the District Justice. dis- 
missing the summons on the 6th April was an 
adjudication constituting the matter res 
gudicata and preventing any such further 
adjudication as the District Justice purported 
to make subsequently. 

Mr. Wood said that the contention had 
resolved itself around the point whether the 


entry in the minute hook was the 
order of the District Justice and not 
a record. He argued that in Dublin 
an entry im a minute book was not 


an order in matters which were nót subject 
matters of a charge sheet. There could be 
no charge sheet in this case. What he got 
was a warrant, and the granting of that 
warrant by the District Justice was a minis- 
terial act. © The book in which the entry 
had been made was, he said, neither a minute 
book nor a charge sheet. If their lordhips 
accepted the view that this was a minis- 
terial act, he suggested that, so far as the 
warrant was concerned, this was not a matter 
that was subject to certiorari. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Wood’s argu- 
ment, the Court, without calling on counsel 
for Mrs. Cooke, gave judgment making abso- 
lute the conditional order with costs. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, in his judgment, said 
that he thought that Rules 49 and 50 of the 
District Court were reasonably plain in their 
meaning. He found it impossible to hold 
that, where an order had been pronounced in 
open court by the magistrate and a note or 
memorandum made in the Justice’s minute 
book in accordance with the District Court 
Rules, a magistrate had any power what- 
soever on a subsequent occasion to interfere 
with the order which he had already made. 


Mr. Justice Hanfla and Mr. Justice 
O’Byrne agreed. 
The conditional order accordingly was 


made absolute notwithstanding the 
shown.

WHY THEY REFUSED TO WORK. 
(BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

Nine inmates of the Dublin Union were 
charged by the Master (Mr. E. Doyle) with 
refusing to work the previous day at 
Pelletstown farm. One of them—lhomas 
Whelan—was charged with assaulting the 
Master. 

Mr. Doyle gave evidence of having directed 
the men to gather potatoes on the farm, but 
they declined, and gave as a reason that 
they got their breakfast but did not get 
** lunch.” The defendant Whelan struck 
him in the face. 

One of the defendants explained to the 
magistrate that they had got a ‘lunch 
breakfast” while at work for the previous 
ten days, but did not get it that morning. 

Mr. Collins said that he would not send 
the defendants to jail. They got a certain 
breakfast every morning for ten days, but 
they did not get it on Wednesday morning. 
He had no doubt that the Master had given 
the supply for these men, but the question 
now was. where was the missing food. 
(Laughter.) He asked them if they were 
prepared to work if they got treated as 
they had been hitherto, and the defendants 
replied in the affirmative. 

Mr. Collins then discharged eight of the 
defendants, and fined Whelan 10s. for the 
assault. 

Mr. Doyle informed Mr. Collins that he 
would discharge the lot of them from the 
union.

DUBLIN MAN SENT TO PRISON. 


Henry Cantor, 16 Oakfield Park, Dublin, 
was charged on remand with having obtained 
money by false pretences from Mrs. King, 5 
East James 's street, Dublin; Mrs. Doherty 
and Bridget Phillips, Pimlico, and a labourer 
named Bertie Cooney. 

Evidence was given that the defendant 
had obtained in each case a fee of 2s. from 
these people by pretending that he was an 
agent for a moneylender named Wyse, of 
Rathgar, and promising to secure for them 
a loan of £2. 

Detective-Officer Madden, who, with 
Detective-Officer Tumbleton, had charge of 
the case, stated that when the prisoner got 
word that the police were on his track he 
went to Glasgow, and they had considerable 
difficulty in apprehending him. 

Mr. J. J. Devlin, who defended, said that 
the defendant was a married man, with three 
children, and, although he gave a false name, 
he fully intended to secure the loan for these 


people. 

Mr. Collins said that it was a very serious 
thing to defraud poor people of this class: 
he always liked to see the police protecting 
the working classes. He imposed a seutence 


of three months with hard labour, but 
reduced it to two months on getting a 


guarantee that the 8s. would be paid back. 


ANONYMOUS LETTERS CASE, 

Inspector J. O'Riordan charged John 
Cannon, of Trafalgar lane, Monkstown, with 
maliciously publishing a defamatory libel 
concerning Maureen Healy, 1 Pembroke 
cottages, Booterstown, in the form of a letier 
addressed to one John Cocker, 30 Booterstown 
avenue, knowing the same to be false. 

The case had previously been before the 
Court. 

Mr. J. W. Davis, solicitor, prosecuted, and 
Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, defended. 

Inspector O'Riordan said that the defend- 
ant admitted writing the letter of the 23rd 
ult., but denied having written other Jetters. 

John Cocker stated that about three weeks 
ago when he returned to the house where he 
stayed at Booterstown he found a letter in 
his bedroom dated 23rd ult. He read the 
document, which referred in certain terms to 
Miss Healy. He recognised the handwriting 
of the defendant, having had other letters 
from him. Later he received a letter which 
he believed to be in defendant’s handwriting. 
Last Sunday night a letter was handed to 
Miss Healy’s brother by a strange man at the 
door of the house. Witness, Miss Healy, and 
her brother read the letter. Witness, in 
company with Miss Healy and Ler brother, 
met the defendant, and he denied having 
written the anonymous letters, but admitted 
having written the letter of the 23rd ult. He 
said that if the subject was dropped he would 
find the writer of the anonymous letters. 

At this stage, it being after 4 o'clock, the 
hearing of the case was adjourned for a week, 


the defendant being admitted to bail.

Having passed the report stage of two 
Constitution-amending bills without. de- 
bate, Dail Kireann settled down yesterday 
to discuss the Cork City Management 
Bill, and spent the whole day doing so. 

Considerable discussion was proveked 
by an amendment moved by Mr. de Valera 
providing for triennial elections in Cork, 
instead of annual elections as sugyested 
in the measure. By 68 votes to 64 the 
House decided that the clause stand part 
of the bill, and the amendment was lost. 

The Minister for Loca] Government 
promised to introduce in the report stage 
of the bill an amendment embracing sug- 
gestions by Mr. Anthony (Labour, Cork) 
and Mr. O'Hanlon (Independent, Cavan) 
to increase the number of elected members 
to 30, constituting a Council of 15 at once, 
and allowing five to retire every year. 

The Government again narrowly escaped 
defeat on the motion that Section 3 re- 
main part of the bill, which was carried 
by 67 votes to 65. 

The powers of the City Manager, 
whether or not the Town Clerk should be 
under his control, and whether or not the 
position of manager should be pension- 
able, were among the other phases of the 
subject debated.

LACK OF TRUST IN CORK 
PEOPLE SUGGESTED.

On the committee stage of the Cork City 
Management Bull, 

Mr DE VALERA 
moved an amendment providing that “a 
borough election shall be held in the year 
1928 and subsequently every third year there- 
after.”’ A good case, he said, could be made 
for the separation of the functions of the 
council from the executive, and so far as 
the bill had that purpose in view he would 
not oppose it. The amendments that he in- 
teuded to prepose were meant to secure that 
the manager should, in fact, be subject to 
ihe control of the elected body, and he was 
in favour of a larger council than the bill 
proposed. His party had discussed the 
question and they were almost unanimous in 
the view that the council should go out of 
efice after a period of three years. If the 
body were elected for three years they could 
set to work and decide their policy with the 
feeling that it would be carried out. : 
Mr. O'HANLON (Independent, Cavan) said 
that he had endeavoured to secure that the 
elected ‘representatives of the people should 
have control over the municipal manager. 
Under this bill the Corporation of Cork 
would not be fully constituted for three years. 
He objected to that, because it would be the 
manager that would be in control. He 
appealed to the Minister to allow the people 
ot Cork to constitute their Corporation at 
once, instead of showing a feeling of distrust 
of the people. ! 
Mr. FLINN (Fianna Fail, Cork) said that 
in regard to the government of Cork their 
concern was to see that it was good demo- 
cratic administration. He was entirely in 
favour of as complete separation as possible 
hetween the executive and _ legislative 
functions, so long as it was clearly understood 
that the authority under which the executive 
functioned came from the people. If the 
bill was for the government of the city by a 
manager, as Mr. O'Hanlon said, he was 
entirely opposed to it, but if the managers 
functions were to be those of the manager 
of a limited company and_ the control 
ot the Corporation that of a Board of Direc- 
tors he was in favour of it. The method 
of election in the bill had a good deal of 
ingenuity, and there was a good deal to be 
said for it, but, having regard to all the 
arguments and all the opinions and misun- 
derstandings that made for distrust of this 
particular method, and the fact that the 
people of Cork did not like it, he’ was 
satisfied that the experiment should not be 
tried on Cork. The whole Council should 
be elected as a body in the beginning, and

they should be given all their powers at 
elice, 
Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork)  sup- 


ported the amendment. He said that there 
were many things in the bill repugnant to 
democratic people. ‘They were endeavour- 
ing to make the bill less unacceptable to the 
people of Cork, and the geneval opinion in 
Cork seemed to be that the bill in its present 
form was unacceptable. He believed that 
the whole Corporation should be elected at 
the same time. 

MAY BE TRIED ELSEWHERE. 
Alderman CORISH (Labour, Wexford) 
suid that they were all particularly interested 
in this bill, as if it was a success this 
method would be tried in other municipal 
areas. He was in entire agreement with 
the amendment, and could not see what 
purpose would be served by having one- 
third of the Corporation elected annually. 
He wondered had the Minister reckoned what 
would be the cost of an annual election. 
lf such a small number were elected each 
vear it would be impossible for all the in- 
terests concerned to secure representation. 
Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Locai Go- 


vernment, said that the proposal for an 
annual election was made on its merits. It 
hecause it was felt that it 


was proposed ; | 
oad give a steady administration in the 
affairs of the city. The system of annual 
elections gave the citizens a much better op- 
portunity of controlling the administration 
of the city. The change proposed was to 
cover the transition period from a system 
of government by a City Commissioner to a 
system of having a manager completely con- 
trolling the executive side, and completely 
subject in policy to an elected Corporation. 
No scrap of governing came into the mana: 
ger's eas & his control was purely adminis- 
trative. The government of a city by a 
council acting through a manager would call 
for a great amount of consideration and co- 
operation. He thought that it could best be 
begun by a council of five men, whose mem- 
bers would be increased annually until they 
had a full council of fifteen. lf the whole 
council was to be elected at the same time 
they would have to divide the City of Cork 
into wards. In so far as it was possible 
for him to ascertain the wishes of the people 
in drafting the bill, he had done his best to 
do so. There was no section in Cork that 
wanted the city divided into wards. Annual 
elections would enable them to secure men 
and women who were elected by the city as 
a whole area, and there would be to mosaic 
of interests influencing the election. 
DUBLIN NEXT? 
Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin) said that the 
bill in the form in which it left the House 
would be taken as a model for similar bills

in the future. - He asked the Dublin electors 
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of the citizens of Cork, or any other city, 
by electing the entire council every three 


years. 

Mr. O'HANLON suggested that the 
Minister's proposal should be altered so that 
five members of the Council showd retire 
each year, 

Mr. CURRY (F.F., East Cork), supporting 
the amendment, said that the bill simply 
cloaked the dictatership which was at present 
ruling in Cork City. 

Mr. FRENCH (F.F., Cork Borough) said 
that the people of Cork had no desire to be 
niade the subject of this experiment. They 
would much rather see it made on Greater 
Dublin. All through the bill showed a dis- 
trust of the people of Cork in electing their 
municipal authority. He was not satisfied 
that the bill gave the people  sufticient 
authority. The majority of the le in 
Cork would like to see the Council elected 
all at one time, though individuals held a 
different view. He was in favour of the 
manager system as against the old system, 
but the individual must be subject to the 
elected representatives. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that the question of 
a manager being appointed had nothing what- 
ever to do with the advisability or otherwise 
of having a triennial election. It was stated 
that the advantages in the bill were theoreti- 
cul rather than real, but it might also be 
argued that the advantage of putting in a 
Commissioner in 1924 was theoretical rather 
than real. The position generally was that 
if they had the annual election, in his opinion, 
they could have a free flow of the city 
problems, and they could have a more repre- 
sentative person on the City Council. 

Mr. GERALD BOLAND (F.F., Roscom- 
mon) asked how could the Minister show that 
a more representative person would be got 
by an annual election than by a triennial 
election. What was really going to happen 
was that the people who put in the first five 
would have three votes and a section of the 
population would not have any vote. 

AN ARMCHAIR MEASURE. 

Mr. de VALERA said that he was sorry 
that the Minister had taken this attitude, 
because he thought that he (the Minister) did 
not realise the amount of hostility to the 
bill, even if it were modified as some of 
of them would like. It seemed to him that 
the whole idea of having five elected every 
yoar originated in the desire to have the 
whole of the city one area. Looking through 
the bill there was no doubt that it had all 
tha appearance of an armchair measure. If 
the Minister was anxious to get this idea of 
giving the administrative functions to a single 
i.dividual carried out, and to have a good 
local government scheme, he must change his 
attitude. Personally, he would like to see 
the scheme worked out properly, but it was 
not being worked out properly in the bill. 
If they wanted to give these administrative 
functions to one man they must make sure 
that the Council was a proper deliberative 
body, and that they had effective control to 
the extent that if the manager took the bit 
in his teeth and wanted to be autocratic he 
could not be so. 
BY having the annual election they were 
giving the people no opportunity of passing 
judgment on the administrative policy of the 
Council. The Minister had put forward no 
argument to induce them to sacrifice great 
advantages im order to get this particular 
advantage of the single order. He under- 
stood that it was sale to get three natural 
divisions in the city. and he had heard no 
argument to show why it would be bad to 
divide the city into three parts, and local 
people had told him that there was no 
objection to such a course. He appealed to 
the Minister to meet the natural objections of 
those who stood for real democratic control. 


“A RADICAL DEFECT.” 
Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork) described the bill 


as an ingenious, interesting and clever 
scheme. Its radical defect, however, was that 
there would be permanent disfranchisement 
of first preference minorities. It reminded 


him of the boy who, when asked if he like: 
chicken, said that he did not know, as he 
always got the neck. (Laughter.) 
President COSGRAVE said that his view 
about the measure was that it all depended 
on the persons who were to be elected. They 
would be the people on whom the responsi- 
bility of the success of that or any other 
bill would depend. The details of the 
measure, once the principle was passed, were 
of small account. Very little examination had 
heen devoted to the system that existed 
wevious to 1920. In Cork, and eertainly in 
Dublin, there were annual clections to the 
municipality. Now they had advanced into 
the period when they could only govern by 
groups. The group system was a bad one, 
and the system of seeking for representation 
of every minority was not a good system of 
covernmont, and it did not follow that one 
was elected to represent the local authority 
according to ones political convictions— 
certainly not in the old days, because he 
remembered in Dublin people being elected 
for wards who were in opposition to the 
Parliamentary representative. 
What was looked for in connection with 
the present measure was to make a success 
of wunicipal administration, and they could 
not effect that if they were simply looking 
for representation for minorities. Was *t 
contended that representation should he 
secured in respect of a person getting one: 
tenth of the first preference votes? 
Mr. G. BOLAND (F.F., Roscommon) said 
that he had spoken in answer to an assertion 
of the Minister that this Council, when 
elected, would be more representative, and 
he took that to mean representative of all 
sections of the community in Cork. He 
wanted the Minister to prove that. 

“A BIG SUCCESS.’’ 
President COSGRAVE said that the ques. 
tion they had to consider was not so much 
even the Cork City Management Bill as the 
difference between:an annual and a triennial 
election. The triennial election presented a 
greater number of persons to be elected, and 
where the greater number was to be elected 
in municipal matters the best persons were 
not elected. What they wanted was good 
public representatives who would consider 
the whole of the city, It was a mistake to 
say in connéction with the bil) that it was 
making an experiment with Cork. It was 
Cork itself that was making the experiment, 
lí they went on right lines in connection 
with the management of the city, this bill 
was going to be a big success. 
Mr. DE VALERA said that the President 
spoke about the group system being bad. 
When the President was first elected a 
member of the Dublin Corporation he went in 
as & member of a group. 
‘Certainly,’ interposed the President, “ It 
was there | learned the evils of it. I do not 
mean it to be inferred that it was in my 
group that I learned the evil, but in my 
membership of the body.” 
Mr. DE VALERA said that the group 
system was inherent in humanity and 
commou-sense. If they were going to have 
democratic representation they were not 
going to avoid the péople banding themselves 


together. As to those who were called 
“captains of industry,” they were splendid 
at looking after their own business very 


often, but when it came to public business 
they were neglectful. ‘Just as we see in

whole democratic idea. The present adminis- 
tretion, it was said, was capable of gerry- 
mandering the wards, as had been done else- 
where, in such a way as to have returned 
men of the type mentioned by Deputy Flinn. 
Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Govern. 
ment, said that they had been discussing 
whether they were to have a small council or 
a large oue, but he was going to stand stead- 
fasily by the ti thát are embodied 
in the bill. e believed that by annual 
election they were safeguarding the city as a 
whole; they would get better representatives 
on the Council, and there would be less party 
politics. 
Mr. ANTHONY—You are going to have 
five jellyfish ! 
The DEPUTY SPEAKER then put the 
motion that the words in the section stand 
part of the bill, which, on a division, was 
carried by 68 to 64 against. 


A LARGER COUNCIL. 
MINISTER ADOPTS TWO 
SUGGESTIONS. 

Mr. DE VALERA, in view of the decisicn 
that had been taken, by léave of the House, 
withdrew an amendment standing in his 
name, which Proposed thet at every borough 
election the borough form three electoral 
areas, and that the total number of members 
elected shvuld be 30. He said he would not 

press it at that stage. 

Mr. ANTHONY moved 
to Sub-Section (2) deleting the word “ five ”' 
and substituting the weed ““geven, ' so that 
twenty-one members would be elected at the 
end of three years, seven at a time. 

Mr. O'HANLON asked the Minister to 
consider the question of constituting a council 
of fifteen at once and allowing five to retire 
each year. 

Mr. MULCAHY gave an undertaking, if 
Deputy Anthony's amendment was not 
moved now, to bring in on the report stage 
án amendment embodying his and Deputy 
O’Hanlon's suggestions. 

Mr. ANTHONY asked permission to with- 
draw his amendment, but 

Mr. LEMASS objected, and said that his 
party was convinced that a council of at least 
thirty would be required, in order that there 
would be adequate representation for every 
section in the life of Cork. If that experi- 
ment in city government was to be successful 
the full council should be constituted the first 
rear. 
. 'The amendment was, by leave, withdeawn. 


“ GO0D MEN CARRYING BAD MEN.” 
Mr. O'HANLON moved to add at the end 
of Section 3 a new sub-section as follows :— 
‘The voting at a borough election shall: be 
on the principal of proportional representa- 
tion, and each elector shall have one non- 
transferable vote, which shall be given by 
ballot."’ One of the great defects of pro- 
portional representation, he said, was that 
there were good men carrying bad men on 
their backs. To obviate this he suggested 
the system of the single non-transferable 
vote. Under the system he suggested every 
elector had the same power to vote as under 
the present system of proportional represen- 
tation. He had one vote, but he could not 
transfer it. His suggestion would ensure that 
the best men in Cork would go forward for 
election and be elected. He had no objection 
to the question being deferred to the report 
stage so that the matter could be considered. 
Mr. FLNNN said that the system suggested 
by Mr. O'Hanlon would be a perfect one for 
a well-organised party to log-roll an election. 
The amendment was rejected without a 
division.

A MAJORITY OF FOUR. 

A division was taken on the motion that 
Section 3 stand part of the bill, This section 
provides for an election in 1928, and in every 
year thereafter, and that the borough shall 
form an electoral area. 

It was carried by 67 votes to 63. 

To Section 5, which provides for the con- 
stitution of the Council. 

Mr. DE VALERA moved an amendment 
by which provision might be made for the 
election of six Aldermen. hy the Council 
voting on the proportional répresentation 
system, instead of as in the bill, which pro- 
vided for their first election by the people. 
He believed that the giving of the mere title 
of Alderman without any particular function 
to perform was somewhat foolish. Under his 
party s scheme the function would be to get 
them as a General Purposes Committee, which 
would be in close touch with the administra- 
tion of the Manager, to be available as a 
consultative body, or as a Board of Appeal in 
certain cases. he fact that they could act 
for the Council made it desirable that they 
should be selected by the Council. 

Mr. MULCAHY opposed the amendment. 
The proposal was that the Council should 
set up a small body to come in between the 
Council and the Manager. That body, he 
considered, should not take on itself any of 


the functions reserved to the Councfl as a 
whole. 
Mr. DE VALERA suggested that the 


amendment be taken in connection with the 
General Manager s powers. 

The SPEAKER said that the amendment 
would have to be redrafted. 

Section 5 was passed. 

Section 6, dealing with tne first meeting 
of the Council and election of Lord Mayor, 
and Section 7, dealing with the conduct of 
meetings, were passed without debate. 


THE MANAGER'S POSITION. 
Mr. ANTHONY moved an amendment to 
Section 8 directed to secure that the Council 
in its reserved functions should have power 
to fix the salary of the Manager. 
Mr. MULCAHY opposed the amendment 
on the ground that it would take from the 
Ministry all the powers it had with regard 
to impertant offices. 
Mr. ANTHONY pressed the amendment, 
and said that the Minister should accept it 
if for no other purpose than to remove the 
suspicion that advantage would be taken to 
make positions for the pets of the Govern- 
ment. It would be a good gesture to accept 
the amendment. 
The amendment was negatived without a 
division. 
Mr.de VALERA moved the addition of two 
new paragraphs to Section 8, Sub-section 1, 
providing for the making of regulations, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Minister for Local 
Government, concerning the making of con- 
tracts for and on behalf of the Corporation. 
It was not right, he said, that all the power 
of making contracts should rest in the hands 
of the manager. 
Mr. MULCAHY said that if the manager 
was to shoulder complete responsibility and 
carry on the executive side of the work, he 
should be free to do so without interference 
by the Council. He could not imagine any 
regulations that could be made in regard 
to the making of contracts. 
Mr. LEMASS thought that it would be the 
duty of the Council to arrive at a decision 
over, for example, trade. union wages and 
hours, or the necessity for giving a preference 
to Irish goods. These would be matters of 
policy whieh the manager should not decide 
upon his own initiative. 
Mr. de VALERA believed that it would 
he dangerous to give the manager the amount 
of power and control proposed in the section. 
Mr. MULCAHY said that he was prepared 
to consider the matter further. 
On this undertaking the amendment was, 
by leave, withdrawn. 


CONTROL OF TOWN CLERK. 
Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork) moved an 
amendment excluding the Town Clerk from 
the control of the manager. 
Mr. MULCAHY replied that this would 
result in a lack of co-ordination and cause 
friction. They were putting a manager in 
charge as executive head of the city 
machinery, and they could not say that any 
portjouley officer was not to be subordinate to 
im. 
Mr. ANTHONY said that in his opinion 
the Town Clerk should be absolutely inde- 
pendent of the manager. 
Mr. FLINN referred to a statement which 
he said was made by the Minister for Finance, 
that the civil servants in their ordinary capa- 
city were bound to carry out erders and do as 


quite well from experience that good adminis- 
trators could not be elected on the ward 
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counter cheques. 
Mr. LCAHY said that the Town Clerk 
should be su inate to the manager. 
Mr. de VALERA said that he was not so 


sure that the Minister was right in thinking 
that the manager should have control of thé 
Town Clerk. e was not clear as to what 
the funetions of the Town Clerk would be 
under the manager. He thought that the 


Council comparable, for instance, to the 
Clerk of the Dail, and not under the control 
of the Executive. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork) submitted 
that Section 9 gave one official arbitrary 
powers. 

President COSGRAVE said that the .posi- 
tion of a Town Clerk and a Clerk of the 
Dail was not analagous. 

Mr. R; BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin South) 
said that, if the nécéssity arose to dispense 
with the services of the Town Clerk, that 
should only be done after joint consideration 
between the manager and the Council itself. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that if such a hypo- 
thetical case. arose, and the managéer 4is- 
missed the Town Clerk against the wishes of 
the Council, the Council could point out that 
they had no confidence in the manager, ard 
make a case for the removal of the manager 
to the Minister for Local Government. 

President COSGRAVE said that if the 
manager asked for the resignation of the 
Town Clerk he would require to show regsens 
for his action to the Minister, the same as 
the Council would if they acted similarly. 

On a division the amendment was defeated 
by 71 votes to 62 

PENSIONABLE OR NOT. 

Mr. DE VALERA moved an aniendment 
that any person appointed under the Act a 
city manager be a non-pensionable officer of 
the Corporation. | 

Mr. MULCAHY said that they must offer 
satisfactory terms and fairly secure tenure 
of office to the manager if they wanted to 
get the type of person that was required. 
They would not get that type of ability if 
they only offered it for a five vears’ term, 
when there was nothing hefore him after his 
five years had ended. The most satisfactory 
way would be to have the city manager an 
officer of the Corperation. 

Mr. CORRY said that there were quite 
enough pensioned officials in the country 
without paying a pension to this officer as 
soon as this experiment had failed. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said that, 
in the ordinary course of events, the chief 
executive officer of a public body should have 
pensionable rights,. but he could not take that 
view in this particular case. The ratepayers 
should have some say in the matter of the 
appointment, 

Mr. MULCAHY said that it was much 
more satisfactery to make the manager an 
oflicer of the Cor poration. 

Mr. DERRIG (¥.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) said 
that the bill was apparently intended to pro- 
vide for the appointment of the present Com- 
missioner. There was no reason why univer- 
sity graduates or spevially trained mén should 
not be qualified for such positions in a few 
years’ time, 

Mr. DAVIN said that under the existing 
system appointments should be advertised 
and made by the Local Appointments Com 
mission. 

Mr. BRISCOE did not see why the people 
of Cork should he saddled with a pensionable 
officer not of their own choice. 

Mr. ANTHONY opposed the amendment, 
and said they wanted to secure the best man 
possible. He did not see why an important 
official of an important city should be a non- 
pensionable officer.

DECREASE IN THE DEMAND 
FOR BARLEY. 

In answer to a question by Mr. FRANK 
FAHY (F.F., Galway), 

Mr. J. M. O’SULLIVAN, Minister for 
Education, said that the approximate number 
vf children under six years of age on the 
rolls of National Schewels was 56,000. The 
total number of children of all ages on the 
Mth June, 1927, was 523,640. If, of the 
total cost of primary education tev the State, 
the proportionate cost of the children referred 
to could be calculated from the figures given, 
the amount would be about £390,000; but he 
feared that such a calculation would be mis- 
leading. He had no material at his disposal 
which would enable him to form anything 
like an accurate estimate of the actual cost— 
it would be less than the figure mentioned. 


UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 

In answer to Mr. ALFRED BYRNE 
(Indept., Dublin N.), whe asked with réfer- 
ence to the alleged reciprocal arrangements 
hetween the Governments of Northern Ireland 
and Great Britain, and the Government of 
the Free State regarding unemployment in- 
surance, and whether attempts were made to 
place upon the Free State Government the 
entire blame for the failure to arrive at an 
agreement that would give benefit to un- 
employed Irishmen and women on both sides 
of the border, 
Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that he had not seen 
ally announcement in tho Préss attributing to 
the Government of the Free State the failure 
to arrive at reciprucal agreements with the 
other Governments concerned. Any such 
announcement would be erroneous. The truth 
was stated in the resolution adopted by the 
34th annual congress of the trish Labour 
Party in Belfast on the 7th August last, to 
the effect that the Congress condemned the 
rejection by the Minister of Labour for 
Northern Iveland of all proposals by the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce of the 
Irish Free State for reciprocal arrangements, 
and the failure of the Minister of Labour for 
Northern Ireland to put forward any alter- 
native proposals. It was because he (Mr. 
McGill) ge) was aware of the hardships re- 
ferred tu by Mr. Byrne that he made the 
proposals which were rejected. 
Mr. CASSIDY (Labuur, Donegal) said that 
many persons were suffering hardships in 
consequence of the failure, and he suggested 
that further negotiations might he opened. 
Mr. MceGILLIGAN said that he did not see 
any good in re-opening negotiations, for he 
saw no prospect of. doing any good. 

MOTORISTS' INSURANCE. 
Mr. JOSEPH X. MURPHY (Ind., Dublin 
County) asked the Minister for Local Govern. 
ment whether, in view of the increasing use 
of motor vehicles and cycles, and the conse- 
quent risk of accidents, he would consider 
the introduction of proposals for legislation 
makipg it compulsory for owners and for 
drivers and riders of such machines ‘to cover 
by adequate insurance against risk of damage 
caused by them to life and property. 
Mr. MULCAHY said that the question of 
compulsory insurance against third party 
and passenger risks formed a part of the 
general question of the contro] and regulation 
of road traffic, and would be dealt with when 
decisions were being taken on the report of 
the Inter-Departmental Committee on Road 


‘Traffic. 

LABOURERS’ COTTAGES. 
In reply to a question by Mr. T. J. 
MURPHY (Lab., Cork, West), regatding the 
measures to be taken with a view to safe- 
puarding the Board of Health plots on which 
to which, if steps were not taken, certain 
landholders wand have acquired in a short 
time a squatters title, 
Mr. MULCAHY said that the position was 
safeguarded by the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 
1918, which was continued in operation up to 
December Sist next, and which entitled the 
Board of Health to build cottages on the 
plots up to that date if they desired to do 
so. Under this year’s Expiring Laws Art 
if was proposed to continue the Act of 1918 
up to the 3lst December, 1929. Grants had 
been available under the Housing Acts, 
1925-26 to sanitary authorities undertaking 
the building of labourers’ cottages, and the 
question of providing funds for building addi- 
tional labourers’ cottages was receiving 
attention. 
LESS BARLEY WANTED. 
Mr. W. P. AIRD (Leix-Offaly). asked the 
Minister for Agriculture whether he was 
aware that maltsters generally throughout the 
Free State had received notice from Messrs. 
Guinness stating that they would not re- 
quire as much malt as in previous years; and 
whether he was also aware that the demand 
this year for malt generally would be ap- 
proximately 15 per cent. less; and if steps 
would be taken to find a ready market for 
any surplus barley. 
Mr. HOGAN said that he had no informa. 
tion as to the notice referred to. He under: 
stood, however, that it was currently 
rumoured that the quantity of harley required 
for malting purposes in the Free State this 
season would be less than that of last vear 
by approximately 10 per cent.

WHEN GRAVE STATESMEN 
UNBEND.

$6 T CAN assure you,” the Right Hon. 
Augustine Birrell is reported to 

have said to an interviewer, “ that the 
gravest and most sedate of statesmen are 
very human, and can, on occasion, be as 
merry and full of fun as any schoolboy. 
1 myself have seen a Prime Minister play- 
ing blind-man’s buff with a number of 
children, and shrieking with laughter, and 
a bishop trandling a hoi in a race with 
ua small boy.” Why not? When a man 
blossoms into a Cabinet Minister or right 
reverend prelate he does not cease to be a 
man, and remains essentially human. The 
same may be said of every man, to what- 
ever heights he may attain and however 
dignified nis position. 
[here probably never has been a more 
grave and dignified statesman that Mr. 
Gladstone. He was the last man of his 
age who would have been suspected of a 
lapse into frivolity; yet did not Lord 
Malmesbury record, with an affectation. of 
horror, that he had heard the great Prime 
Minister singing nigger songs at a public 
entertainment, with a gusto worthy of an 
““ Alabama coon *’? 


DISRAELI AND GLADSTONE. 


After this one is not surprised to read 
in M. André Maarois’s recently published 
life of Disraeli :—‘‘ Disraeli would have 
been much surprised if he had known that 
Mr. Gladstone and his wife, when they 
had reason to be particularly merry would 
stand in front of the fire, clasped together 
and swaying. as they sang :— 
‘A ragamuffn husband an’ a rantipoling 

wife, 
We'll fiddle it and scrape it through 
the ups and downs of life.’ ”’ 

When Lori Gladstone, Mr. Gladstone's 
son, was asked if this was a fact, he 
answered, with @ laugh :—‘' I remember 
them doing it. It was very funny." 

It is, perhaps, less surprising that 
Disraeli. Gladstone’s great rival, though 
in his later years the very model of gravity 
and decorum, could stoop to frivolity. Of 
Disraeli it is recorded that one night, when 
on his return home after a great speech 
in the Commons, he found that his wife 
had prepared a sumptuous meal for him, 
with plenty of chathpagne, he seized her 
round the waist and danced with her round 
the table. On another occasion, when 
Lord Malmesbury called on Disraeli, who 
was Premier at the time, he says:— 
‘ The footman told me he was in the 
study ; and, as was my custom, I walked 
straight to the study unannounced. To my 
amazement I heard shrieks of laughter 
inside the 100m. I knocked on the door, 
and, as there was no response, I opened 
it. Conceive my astonishment when I 
saw Dizzy vigorously dancing a Scottish 
reel, while his wife was doubled up with 
laughter at his antics.”’ 


A BOY AT HEART. 


One is not surprised to hear similar 
stories of frivolous lapses told of such a 
light-hearted and unconventional states- 
man as Mr. Lloyd George, who never 
misses an opportunity to unbend. But one 
is scarcely prepared for a story such as 
this told by a life-long friend of the great 
“ little Welshman ”’ :—‘“‘ One day in 1908 
T called at No. 11 Downing street to see

Freedom of the Press. 


There is a widespread belief that the 
Fascist . régime in. Italy has abolished 
freedom of the Press, and the belief has 
been fostered by Italian journalists who, 
for one reason or another, are now in 
exile. It seems that they are not truthful 
persons; for we have Signor Mussolini’s 
assurance that the Italian Press is ‘‘ the 
freest in the-world.’’ He made this state- 
Italian newspapers, and—-not content, as 
other. dictators might be, with a mere 
ipse dizit—furnished excellent arguments 
in support of his contention. It is true, 
of course, that every Italian newspaper 
| must. take its political views from the 
Fascist Government, and that, therefore, 
on all matters which concern the Govérn- 
ment’s interests all the newspapers must 
speak with a single and obedient voice. 
Yet, although this system may cramp the 
Italian journalist’s style in some measure, 
how great is his privilege of obedience to 
the State! The Duce congratulated him 
on his good fortune.. In other countries 
newspapers were at the orders of groups of 
plutocrats, political parties or individuals. 
They were bound by the selfish aims of 
these masters, and by the whims of an 
undisciplined public which demanded 
sensational news. In Italy 
was truly free because it served only one 
cause and one régime; and it conveyed the 
State’s instructions tó an organised. public. 
Such a system, Signor Mussolini admitted, 
might produce monotony in other lands, 
but in Italy monoton* was averted by the 
versatile genius of.the nation. He added 
that politics, after-all, was not the whole 
of life.

At 
any rate, we suspect that many journalists 
in these islands and in America would 
prefer the Italian system to that which is 
making them prematurely bald or grey. 
Their lives would become very pleasant if 


them by a benign and autocratic Govern- 
ment. “Leading” articles would cease to 
demand courage, originality or intelli- 
gence. “Stunts” like .that which Mr. 
Hearst imposed on his hapless subordinate 
in Paris would be forbidden. The wearing 


excitement, tumult and anxiety of general 
elections would disappear;. and , the 
journalist; would’ be free at last to 


concern himseli.wholly with those truly 
important ailments oí the human heart 
which neither laws nor kings can cause 
or cure. -If Signor: Mussolini were a real 
despot—if he really desired to harry the 
newspapers and to ‘bring them under a 
peculiarly irritating and humiliating form 
of control—effective means were at his 
disposal.

On the occasion of their golden 
wedding the King and Qucen, the Prince 
of Wales and other members of the Royal 
Family, together with many distinguished 
members of society, dined with Lord and 
Lady Lonsdale at their town house in 
Carlton House terrace, and after the 
dinner there was a cabaret performance 
the first one witnessed by the King and 
Queen.

CHURCH OF IRELAND YOUTH 
CONFERENCE. 


A meeting, which is probably unique both 
in its nature and its importance, was held 
in the Diocesan Hall, Dublin, on Wednes- 
day evening. Nearly two hundred men 
and women under thirty, nominated by 
Dublin parishes and young people’s organisa- 
tions, came together to make plans for the 
Youth Conference next January. The Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, who presided, welcomed 
the. delegates,.and dwelt upon the enormous 
possibilities of the coming Conference. 
It was being .called to solve a definite 
problem. Youth was at present not taking 
its rightful place in the life and work of the 
Church. This. post-war genefation was 
severed from its elders by a terrible breach, 
which must be bridged if the schism of the 
body is to be healed. - It was his hope that 
in this Conference, which would be run en- 
tirely by young people for young people, de- 
finite progress would be made towards fuller 
co-operation of youth in administering the 
work of the Church, the future of which 
rested with the young men and women of 
to-day. 
The Rev.. Maurice Handy, Hon. Secretary 
of the Conference, explained the programme, 
and asked “for the most frank criticism and 
suggestions from the delegates with a view 
to its ‘improvement. The meeting then 
divided into sixteen’ discussion groups, every 
one of which gs Ko short report at the 
end of half an hour. e discussions showed 
that the delegates were keenly in favour of 
the idea of: the Conference, and a number 
of. valuable suggestions was put forward, 
both in regard to arrangements and sub- 
jects to be considered. 
Mr. B. C. Waller’ summed up the dis- 
cussion and dealt with the importance of pre- 
liminary preparation in the parishes. This 
Conference presented both. an. opportunity 
and a challenge to youth. Criticism of the 
Church by young people was frequently met 
with the counter-charge that youth utterly 
refused to accept responsibility in Church 
affairs. This’ Conference might be one of 
the greatest things ever attempted in the 
Church of Ireland if younger men and women 
showed themselves really in earnest in their 
desire to work for better things. 
The Chairman, in closing, said that vast 
supplies of energy and idealism were latent 
in: youth, and he trusted that through this 
Conference they might be released for the 
service of the Kingdom of God. He be- 
lieved that, if youth saw clearly what shoald 
he done, it would shoulder its share of the 
burden of responsibility and of wor.

AFFAIRS OF A PEER’S _ 
BROTHER. 


The public examination was begun at Lynn 
(Norfolk) Bankruptey Court yesterday of the 
Hon. Charles Melton Astley, brother of Lord 
Hastings, whose statement of affairs showed

The Liberal Conference. 


The Liberal Conference at Yarmouth 
to-day did not follow the peaceful tradi- 
tion of the Conservative gathering recently 
held there, and there was a very fair 
imitation of the noisy scenes which marked 
the recent Labour Conference at Bir- 
mingham. Some. rousing attacks were 
made on compulsory registration, and ona 
new rule imposing a registration fee ol 
five shillings to be paid to the National 
Liberal Federation in respect of every 
delegate to the council meeting. Discus 
sion on the latter point led to quite a 
scene. and Sir Charles Hobhouse felt 
called upon to remind the delegates that 
“this is not a pleasant spectacle for other 
parties. This is the sort of disorder of 
which we are accused by other parties. 
Taken altogether, the proceedings at 
Yarmouth to-day were not exactly 
unanimous or even refined. 


High-Speed Flying. 

Arrangements are being made to remow 
the high speed flying section of the Roya, 
Air Force, a body which deals with speed 
research, and will provide the team for 


| next year’s Schneider trophy race; and it 


is likely to be moved to Calshott from 
Felixstowe. Since 1926 nearly all the 
experimental seaplan> and flying-boat 
work of the Royal Air Force has taken 
place at Felixstowe, which, however, is in 
an exposed position on the East Coast, 
and only on rare occasions is the sea 
smooth enough to permit work on haigh 
speed machines. Smooth water is. abso- 
lutely essential for the tremendous high- 
speed racing necessitated by the Schneider 
trophy, and a number of officers have had 
to travel from Felixstowe when the tests 
take place. Calshott, situated in South: 
ampton Water, is sheltered, and the 
Solent provides the best water in the 
country for high-speed machines. It 1s 
obviously desirable that the headquarters 
of the high-speed section of the Air Force 
should be at a place where these machines 
can be used. so that the change to the 
south probably will not be delayed. 


Shavian Letters. 


The report that an American collector 
has collected a number of private letters. 
written to one person by Mr. Bernard 
Shaw over a period of ten years, was the 
subject of comment by the famous writer 
to-day. He said that he had had no com 
munication on the subject, and did not 
know what the letters were; for he had 
written to many private individuals in ten 
vears. Mr. Shaw waxed sarcastic over 
the statement that he would use every 
legal weapon to prevent publication, add 
ing that he would not allow anything that 
was his copyright to be published without 
his authority. He had no _ objection 
to people selling his letters ; for there was 
a boom in such things, and they might as 
well get the best price they eould. Mr. 
‘Shaw remarked that the market for such 
things was better than it had been for 


vears. 
The Shanghai Defence Force. 


Though the situation in China is so 
much quieter, it is unlikely that the 
Shanghai Defence Force, as a body, wil! 
be able to return home for some time to 
come. The matter has been considered by 
the Cabinet on reports from the depart- 
ments most concerned, and it appears 
that these departments are unable to 
advise that the situation in Shanghai and 
its neighbourhood has acquired the 
stability required to secure the release of 
the British Force, now stationed. there. 
In the circumstances, there will be no 
interchange of troops between China and 
this country until next March, and, while 
there are several troopships due to reach 
England before Christmas and the New 
Year, the Shanghai Defence Force wil! 
remain, as a whole, with little hope of its 
total evacuation. 


The Elgin Marlies. 


The muniticent offer of Sir Joseph 
Duveen to provide funds in ordér that the 
Elgin Marbles may be given an appro- 
private setting follows the historical tradi- 
tion of those treasures, which the nation 
owes almost entirely to private benefac- 
tion. Lord Elgin brought them t: 
London about 1805, and kept them for 
years in a shed in the garden of his Park 
Lane house, because he could not dispose 
of them. In 1816 he proved ta the Govern 
ment Committee appointed for the 
purpose that the marbles had cost hin 
£51,000, but he agreed to sell them to the 
British Museum for £35,000. At the 
present time any one of the figures would 
be worth at least £50,000. - Lord Elgin 
has sometimes been accused of stealinc 
the marbles from the Greeks: but when 
“he obtained them Greece was part of the 
Turkish Empire, and Lord Elgin was 
British. Ambassador to the Sublime Porte. 
lí he had not obtained permission from 
the Turks to remove the sculptures when 
he did, it is certain that not one of them 
would have survived to be shown in ou! 
Museum. 


“* Fourth Class.”

THE OPPOSITION VIEW. 

Mr. H. Flinn, Fianna Fail Deputy. for 
Cork City, supported his leader in accept- 
ing the bill so long as it. was clearly under- 
stood that the administration alone lav 
with the manager, and that the govern. 
ment of the city’s affairs lay with the 
Corporation, elected by the people of 
Cork. He admitted that there was a zood 
deal of ingenuity and thought in the ilk 
and something conld be said for the 
gradual building un of the Council over 
three years, but the experiment should 
not be tried on ‘ork. However, as the 
experiment was. being persisted in, he 
maintained that the whole Council shou! 
be elected at the heginuinyg, and thereafter 
that there be triennial elections. 

The amendment wonld have the sv pport 
of himself and many. of his Labour 
colleagues, said Mr. Anthony. the Labour 
Deputy from (Cork, who added that the 
bill contained many things repugnant to 
the people of Cork. Another: Labour 
Deputy, Mr: Corish, asked the Minister if 
he had considered the cost. involved by 
these annual elections. 

Mr. Muleahy, the Minister for Local 
Government. showed no inclination to 
accept the amendment. The proposals tn 
the bill would give steadier administra 
tion of affairs, steadier consideration of 
policy, and there would be less inclination 
with yearly elections. for- members retiring 
to play to the gallery for the purpose of 
catching votes. The gradual election of 
the Council would cover the transition 
period from control by a Commissioner to 
control. by a manager and Council. He 
stood stoutly by the proposal for yearly 
elections, and said that triennial elections 
would mean dividing the city into a 
number of wards—a proposition which no 
section of the community wanted. 


LORD MAYOR’S ATTITUDE. 


Mr. Lemass, Fianna Fail, wanted to 
know why, if the Government held the 
view that continuity of policy could only 
be preserved by electing one-third of the 
Cork Council yearly, they did not intro- 
duce the same system for election to the 
Dail. 

Mr. French, Fianna Fail Deputy and 
Lord: Mayor of Cork, said that it was 
absolutely incorrect to say that this bill 
represented in any way the opinion of the 
people of Cork. There was a feeling grow- 
ing more intense every day in that city 
that the Government would not trust the 
people to elect fifteen representatives.

OF 175 PATIENTS.

\ WATERFORD PROTEST. 

lhe fact that one doctor is inatharge of 175 
patients at Waterford County Hospital was 
revealed in the course of a discussion which 
took place at the meeting of the Waterford 
County Hospital Committee, which was held 
last Wednesday. 

\lderman William Jones said g¢hat in his 
{ime as member of the old Board dí Guardians 
two doctors, both very able men, were em- 
ploved in the institution. Since the passing 
of the amalgafmation scheme the Free State 
Local Government Department, for some 
reason or another, thought it wise to appoint 
euly one doctor at a double salary for the 
hospital, That was not right, humane or 
proper. He could not understand why any 
public department should sanction such an 
arrangement, especially since the old Local 
(jovernment Board would not do so. He did 
not see how one doctor could cover such an 
«enormous amount of work. It was most 
essential that they should have two doctors. 

The Chairman (Mrs. Sarah Holmes White) 
said that the question of appointing two 
doctors already had been put before the De- 
partment, but meantime the Public Health 
sill had come before the Dail. That bill had 
not vet been passed. and the Committees 
vequest had been deferred pending the re- 
arrangement of the entire hospital scheme. 

\iderman Jones—- low long ago is that? 

Chairman—I think it is three years age. 

Alderman Jones—That is not fair to the 
public who are paying for the poor, and who 
cannot complain. T think it is only right 
that we should enter a strong protest. The 
present ddctor is most painstaking and efficient, 
but he could not cater for such a large number 


of patients. 

Gonnsifior Connolly said that they 
brought pressure to bear on the Department 
they were informed that until an auxiliary 
home would be set up in Waterford there 
would be no change in the medical or nursing 
staff. He suggested that the Department be 
urged to expedite the setting up of an 
auxiliary home, as was set out in the Poor 
Law Commission a report. 

Alderman Jones—I am of the opinion that 
n second doctor is more essential than your 
auxiliary home. 

It was decided that the matter he referred 
fó the County Board of Public Assistance for 
jmmediate action.

tion across the Channel they prefer a potato 
of the Date type, whereas in Ireland the most 
popular table potato is something of the old 
Champion or Kerr’s Pink variety. 

In Ireland at present there is still a greater 
acreage of old Champion than of any other 
variety grown. 
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A COUNTY LEITRIM 
APPOINTMENT. 


SANCTION WITHHELD BY 
MINISTRY. 


_ At a meeting of Leitrim County Council 
yesterday, the refusal of the Local Govern- 
ment Department to sanction the appoint- 
ment of Miss Bridget McIntyre as rate col- 
lector for the Corrigallin division in room 
of her brother was again discussed on a letter 
jrom the Department. Her brother, Michael 
McIntyre, went away, and Miss McIntyre 
made good the money that he owed, and the 
County Council appointed her to the vacant 
position. The Department refused to sanc- 
tion her appointment, and at the quarterly 
meeting in August the County Council asked 
the Department to receive a deputation on 
the matter. The Minister refused to receive 
the deputation. 

In their letter, which was read yesterday, 
the Department stated that, having regard to 
the past history of Miss McIntyre‘s brother, 
the Minister did not consider that the ap- 
pointment of another member of the same 
family would be likely to command the public 
confidence necessary. ‘‘ That this reason was 
sound,’ the Minister wrote, ' was borne out 
by the extract from a letter written by Miss 
McIntyre in the possession of the Depart- 
ment, as follows:—‘My brother, Michael 
McIntyre, was dismissed from his office as 
rate collector, home assistance officer, and 
cottage rent collector in March last. He 
owed the County Counil £245 odd, as also 
some on the other positions, too. I, as 
his sister, agreed to pay all his debts if I 
got the positions; the County Council agreed 
to that too. The Minister noted that on 
the 25th July last the Council definitely con- 
troverted the statement that they had under. 
taken to appoint Miss McIntyre if the money 
was paid over, but the letter in question 
clearly showed that Miss McIntyre herself 
had a different view, and that she paid the 
money for the purpose of securing the ap- 
pointment. It was utterly impossible for the 
Minister to countenance the barter of public 
positions, and the fact that Miss McIntvre 
indulged in a practice of this nature, whether 
the Council knew it or not, made it impos- 
sible for the Minister to consent to her em- 
plovment. 

Miss McIntyre, who was present at the 
meeting, denied that she ever wrote a letter, 
as quoted from by the Department, to the 
Local Government Minister. 


After a discussion. the Council, on the 
proposition of Mr. McGrath, seconded by 
Mr. Con Reynolds, requested that Miss 


MeIntyre’s appointmént be sanctioned for the 
next six months, and asked that the letter 
which was said to have been written by Miss 
McIntyre be forwarded to the Council, “as 
it raises a very serious point and places the 
Minister, as well as the County Council, in a 
false position, and deprives this lady of a 
post this Council and the ratepayers are 
satisfied she should get.”

BELFAST, Thursday. 


HE visit of Princess Mary to Northern 
Ireland has given much pleasure to 
all the people ef the province. She 
arrived at Portadown this afternoon, 
accompanied by Lord Lascelles, and 
received a right royal weleome. The Prin. 
cess was met by the Duchess of Abercorn, 
and the party subsequently motored to 
Government House, Hillsborough, passing 
through the decorated towns of Lurgan 
and Lisburn on the way. Her engage 
ments in Belfast will keep her busily 
employed to-morrow and on Saturday, 
when she will depart via Larne and Stran- 
raer for London. Everything possible has 
been done to make the Royal visitor’s 
brief sojourn in the Northern capital as 
interesting and enjoyable as possible, and 
the citizens will have ample opportunity 
of seeing her as she passes through the 
te streets to the fSamaritan 
ospital, the City Hall, and various in- 
dustrial concerns. 

The reports of the happy experiences of 
Princess Mary at Portumna have been 
read with much interest up here, and al! 
sections of the community have been im- 
pressed by the céad mile fdilte that she 
and Lord Lascelles got from the people in 
the district. The natural courtesy and 
hospitality of the Irish men and women 
of the West were never more appreciated 
or offered with more genuine good-will, 
and the pleasant relationships established 
through the gracious personality of Her 
Royal Highness are certain to promote 
better understanding all round. er re 
ception in the North will crown the Royal 
visit to Ireland, and it is probable that 
she and her, family will be found more 
frequently in their Irish home. 


MR. DEVLIN'S BOMBSHELL. 


The refusal of Mr. Devlin to accept the 
leadership of the official Opposition in the 
Northern House of Commons has created 
a novel and interesting situation. There 
were rumours that the Nationalist chief 
had no ambition for the position, with all 
its responsibilties, but his decision came 
as a surprise eveh to many of his own 
friends, and, of course, in Government 
circles he was looked upon as the natural 


who has so ably captained the Opposition 
forces up to the present. As the leader 
of the strongest section of the minority, 
Mr. Devlin recognises his duties to his 
colleagues, but as a protest against what, 
he describes as unjust treatment of the 
Roman Catholic population of 450,000 
people, who, he says, have been denied the 
right of occupying the public positions in 
which honour, intellect or capacity ought 
to be allowed to manifest themselves, he 
declines to take any responsible position 
in the Assembly. 

In the past Mr. Devlin has frequently 
made similar complaints, and he could 
have taken no more effective means of 
drawing attention to his grievance both 
at home and abroad. The Nationalist 
leader has very few superiors in parlia- 
mentary tactics and procedure, and on this 
occasion his story has been read through- 
out the whole English-speaking world— 
surely a great achievement. It may well 
be that his attitude is not due to petulance, 
but rather to a far-seeing policy reaching 
out for sympathy with aspirations far 
beyond the counties of Northern Ivre’and. 


SECTARIAN FAVOURITISM. 


Mr. Devlin declares that he will not 
change his mind until the Government 
recognises that his party represents a 
third of the inhabitants of the Six-County 
area; but, on the other hand, the Craig- 
avon Cabinet has always insisted upon its 
impartial treatment of all sections of the 
community without regard to religious or 
political colour. Certainly the law is no 
respecter of persons, and there is bound 
to be a conflict of opinion with regard to 
the charge of favouritism in the filling of 
official positions. Civil servants are 
chosen by examination, and with regard 
to Mr. Devlin’s statement relative to the 
selection of Protestants as High Sheriffs 
during the past few months, it should not 
be forgotten that a Roman Catholic was 
quite recently High Sheriff of Belfast and 
was subsequently appointed a Deputy- 
Lieutenant. 

In any case, no Government could 
possibly admit that it has been influenced 
by unworthy motives, and, while it has 
made mistakes, the Northern Administra- 
tion has done much by wise and ameliora- 
tive legislation to promote the welfare of 
the province. Al), without exception, are 
benefited by its social services, and the 
aged, the widows and the orphans of every 
creed, or no creed, have found consola- 
tion and comfort in its measures. At 
present the official Opposition is leader- 
less, and, while this may be inconvenient, 
it presents no great difficulty, the proba- 
bility being that the Nationalists’ boome- 
rang will smite themselves more severely 
than anyone else. The arrangement of 
business with the Opposition sections is 
still quite in order, and in divisions the 
tellers can be nominated, if necessary, by 
the particular party seeking to divide the 
House. Happily. the comedy of the 
situation overshadows its gravity, and in 
the spirit of mutual accommodation all 
may settle down before long to the serious 
business of the session. Everyone will be 
pleased to see Mr. Devlin, popular as he 
is on all sides, grasping the reins in his 
own capable fashion. 


ART IN THE NORTH. 


An attractive collection of over three 
hundred oil paintings and water-colour 
pictures is at present on view at the 
Belfast Municipal Art Gallery, the exhi- 
bition having been opened yesterday by the 
Duchess of Abercorn in the presence of a 
fashionable gathering. These.works have 
been sent in by members of the Belfast 
Art Society, an organisation which was 
formed almost half-a-century ago. It had 
a small beginnig as a Ramblers’ Club, 
gradually developing, until now its mem- 
bership is over four hundred, while the 
names of many distinguished artists have 
been placed on its roll. Pictures are on 
the line by Sir John Lavery, William 
Conor, Frank McKelvey, A.R.H.A.; Hans 
Iten, Alastair G. D. Mackey, a Glasgow 
artist, and R. Cresswell Boak, an English- 
man now resident in the North, as well as 
many others. 

In the great majority of the pictures 
there is a feeling for atmosphere and 
truth, the cult of modern art not being 
favoured except in one or two instances. 
Mr. Iten, who is a Swiss painter domi- 
ciled in Belfast for many years, says that 
the people of Ireland, North and South, 
are the most artistic in the world, and if 
they only tried, they could rise high in the 
sphere of art and win fame for the 
country. Within the past few years the 
standard of excellence has increased very 
much, and it is hoped that with the open- 
ing of the new Art Gallery in the Botanic 
Gardens a fresh fillip will be given to art 
in all its branches in Northern Ireland, 
The Corporation is being approached in 
order to obtain representation for the 
Society on the Gallery Committee, so that 
expert advice may be given in the choice 
of pictures when purchases are being 


made.

His lordship has never deviated from 
the position that he has taken up, and 
has repeatedly warned the Unionists not 
to be drawn into any controversy which 
would inevitably break their ranks; but 
his advice, in many instances, has fallen 
on deaf ears. Once more the Prime 
Minister pointed out that, if even seven 
seats were lost to the Government at the 
forthcoming elections, the reins of power 
would fall into the hands of the 
Nationalist Party and the rights and 
privileges which Ulster had fought for and 
won would be swept away, while the 
province might be voted into, and under, 
a Dublin Parliament, and never be able 
to vote herself out again. 


THE WOMANS WAY. 


These dangers, however, did not appal 
the women of the deputation, and subse- 
quently they agreed, it is stated, that 
nothing that Lord Craigavon had said 
could alter their determination to press 
forward in a campaign for a further 
measure of temperance reform during the 


lifetime of the next Parliament. If this 
means anything, it means that the}. 
reformers will risk everything, and 


attempt to wreck the Government rather 
than drop their ambitious schemes. The 
trouble with these people is that they 
think that no one is right but themselves, 
and seek to chain everyone to the temper- 
ance chariot. 

Many people are of opinion—and this 
has been hinted at in the highest quarters 
—that if these excellent people directed 
their energies towards slumland, much good 
might be done in raising those who are 
cast down and broken by misery and want, 
not by intemperance, but by unemplqr 
ment and dire poverty. There are may, 
such in the back streets and byways of 
Belfast. Apart from all this, however, 
there are the considerations of safe public 
policy as advocated by the Unionist 
leaders, and Lord Craigavon insists on the 
unutterable folly of men and women per- 
sisting in a campaign where on the one 
side the advantages are so nebulous, and 
on the other the dangers are so real, 


HELPING THE FARMERS. 


According to Mr. H. Fitzpatrick, J.P., 
who addressed a Férmanagh branch of the 
Ulster Farmers’ Union a few days ago, 
the farmers of the province are on the 
verge of bankruptcy in consequence of 
the great depression in agriculture, 
followed by bad seasons. It was, there- 
fore, suggested that an appeal should be 
made to the British Government to extend 
for a further two years the term of pay- 
ment of land annuities, and that durin 
that period no rent should be collected, 
and a resolution te that effect was 
adopted. It is admitted, even by the 
Minister of Agriculture, that the farmers 
ave passing through very bad times, and 
if such relief could be granted, it would 
solve many a financial problem in thou- 
sands of homesteads; but it is not likely 
to be favourably considered by the 
Imperial authorities. 


The introduction of the Marketing 
of Potatoes Bill in the Northern 
House of Commons is a commendable 
step, and Sir Edward Archdale is to 


be congratulated on bringing it forward 
at the earliest opportunity. The potato 
crop is an all-important section of 
Northern farming, but in the matter of 
grading and packing it has been neglected. 
The success of the Marketing of I'ggs 
Act, through which eggs from the Six 
Counties now hold a commanding position 
on the British market, has encouraged the 
Ministry to hope for equally good results 
in the present scheme. In these days of 
keen competition, scientific methods win 
all along the line. 


TENANTS AND RENTS. 


The rumpus created by the decontrol of 
dwellings with a valuation of from £26 
to £52 has not been without effect in 
official political circles, and it is believed 
that there has been much uneasiness over 
the agitation which has been raised by 
an important section of the electorate, 
most of whom are, or were, supporters 
of the Government, It is admitted, even 
by prominent Unionist members of Par- 
liament, that a mistake was made in not 
following the example. of the British 
Administration and delaying decontrol 
until houses were more plentiful; but the 
mischief has been done and cannot be 
rectified. The Minister of Home Affairs 
has now announced that the Rent Restric- 
tion Acts, so far as they relate to houses 
under £26 valuation, are to be retained 
until the 1st May, 1933, three years later 
than was originally intended. 

This decision’ will be received with 
satisfaction by the working classes, whom 
it almost exclusively concerns; but the 
attention ot the Minister has been drawn 
to the fact that in many places the rents 
of the houses decontrolled have been 
enormously increased, and instances were 
quoted where they have been raised from 
£65 to £150, from £65 to £120, from £45 
to £100, as well as £50 for the key. in the 
case of small shopkeepers, and much the 
state of affairs exists relative to 


same 
private houses. This is a serious matter, 
and it has caused a great deal of dis- 


content: but there is no help for it now, 
and many tenants unable to bear the 
extra burden have been compelled to leave 
their homes and seek cheaper accommoda- 
tion elsewhere. The Minister of Home 
Affairs has expressed his “ abhorrence of 
the action which certain agents have taken 
in raising the rents of certain buildings to 
the extent to which they have done," but 
sympathy is cold comfort to those who 
have been victimised through decontrol,

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PRODUCT OF GENERAL MOTORS 
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FERMANAGH FARMERS’ 
PLIGHT. 


UNABLE TO MEET LAND 
ANNUITIES, 


A deputation of the Magheraboy Branch of 
the Ulster Farmers’ Union waited upon the 
Fermanagh Agricultural Committee, at their 
monthly meeting, with regard to the payment 
of land annuities, and gs is. them to pass a 
resolution to impress on the Government the 
necessity of getting the Imperial Government 
to extend the time for the repayment of 
annuities. 

Mr. W. F. Dundas said that the farmers’ 
sons were leaving the country for abroad to 
better their position, and soon there would 
be no one in the country only old men and 
wasters. If something was not done soon 
there would be little more than waste land in 
the country. 

Captain Nixon, D.L., said that what Mr. 
Dundas said was the truth, The farmers 
were in an exceedingly.bad way. He pro- 
posed that they ask the Government to use 
their influence with the Imperial Govern- 
ment to reduce the annuities to the Land 
Commission, and to increase the time for the 
repayment of the loan, and to press for the 
completion of the purchase of unbought 
tenants’ holdings. 

Mr. Michael Treacy seconded this motion. 

Senator Porter Porter, D.L., said that he 
thought it was a great mistake for the 
farmers to be grumbling too much. The Go- 
vernment was doing its very best; all it could 
possibly do for the farmers and farming. 
He pitied the people who were always 
grumbling. They could not get gold out of 
stones, and they could not expect the Go- 
vernment to do everything. He was sure 
that his friends would not get anything 
more out of Mr. Cahir Healy’s Parliament. 

Mr. John Burns, J.P., expressed surprise 
at Mr. Porter’s remarks. The farmers were 
never in a worse position than they were in 
to-dav. He knew hundreds of farmers who 
had been well off some years ago and were 
almost bankrupt to-day. 

Mr. H. Montgomery Irwin, J.P., opposed 
the motion, for they were only knocking 
against. a closed door. How could the 
annuities be reduced unless someone paid the 
difference? 

Mr. Irwin said that, having made his pro- 
test, he would withdraw his motion, and the 
resolution was passed.

THE LINEN TRADE. 


GOOD BUSINESS IN DAMASKS. 

The official report of the Belfast linen trade 
for the past fortnight states that good 
business is being done in damask cloths and 
napkins. Housekeeping goods, outside 
novelty lines, are still quiet, but there has 
been more enquiry during the last fortnight. 
In cambrics and sheers in the piece there is 
a fair amount of business passing. There is 
wactically no change in handkerchiefs since 
last report. Fall shipments are in full swing, 
and United States and Coloma! markets are 
anxious for all goods due for shipment. 

Dress Linens—Business on coloured dress 
linens during the past month has been fairly 
good, but no bulk orders have been placed. 
United States buyers aré influenced to some 
extent by the Presidential election In 
November, and are disposed to defer placing 
orders for quantity. There is no douht, 
however, that both white and coloured dress 
linens are favourably regarded for next 
season. 

Some manuíacturers report improved con- 
ditions, with the outlook brighter. Unfor- 
tunately, business booked shows no profit. 
Maz.ufacturers in their anxiety to keep looms 
going, have entered goods at rates which 
must show a loss. 

Spinners find that the market has been 


quietly steady during the interval sinee the 


last report. The main feature is the smail 
stocks; which have" resulted from the con- 
servative policy on the part of spinners 'n 
keeping down production. No doubt there 
has been a slight easing in price, but still 
further reductions in flax are reqnired to 
enable spinners to make ends meet. Reports 
from Czecho indicate that some mills, which 
have been closed “down, intend to resume 
work for a hmited time on behalf of the 
workers.
